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Carter Says He's Converted Rivals

Democrat Jimmy Carter won an Ohio landslide 


Tuesday night and gained added delegates while 
trailing in California and New Jersey. Carter said 
be had nude some rivals and party leaders into 
believers in his presidential nomination. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. wasn't among them. 


He opened a runaway lead in the California 
primary, and said he didn't consider Carter's 
nomination inevitable. 
. Ronald Reagan took command at home in 
California, opening a wide lead over President 
Ford in that winner-take-all contest for 167 
Democratic nominating votes. 


Reagan was gaining 60 per cent of the GOP vote 


there. 


Ford countered with a sweeping victory in Ohio, 


and his nominally uncommitted supporters won in 
New Jersey. So in those states, Ford was ahead for 
150 nominating votes. 


x And both Republican camps claimed they were 
pleased with the outcome. 


Carter won the Democratic presidential 


preference vote in New Jersey, gaining 60 per cent 
of the ballots, but that won him no delegates. 


In separate delegate competition there, he was 


trailing an uncommitted slate studded with sup- 
porters of Brown and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. 


California belonged to Brown, as early returns 


swept him far ahead of Carter and the Democratic 
field, with 57 per cent of the vote. 


Ohio was Carter's showcase. He was gaining 54 


per cent of the vote, and led for 117 delegates, 


With the day's final numbers still to be 


calculated, Carter was ahead for 222 delegates. 
That would put his nationwide total at 1,129 of the 
1,505 it will take to win the nomination. 


On the Republican side, Reagan' led for 173 


delegates, Ford and his uncommitted allies for 50. 
That would put the nationwide totals at 954 for 
Ford, 865 for Reagan, with 1,130 delegates the 
magic number for nomination. 


Carter, in Atlanta, said he had telephoned Rep. 


Morris K. Udall of Arizona, Sen. Frank Church of 
Idaho, Gov. George C. Wallace Alabama, Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota, and Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, and that all gf them had 
indicated they now think he will'be nominated. 


"I might say that all of them, as a general group, 


indicated their belief that I would be the nominee 
..." the former Georgia governor said. "They all 
disavowed any interest in a stop movement of any 
kind." 


But he also said that he did not expect rivals like 


Udall and Church to stop their own campaigns for 
the nomination. 


Brown said he was just getting started. "Every 


state I have gone into, Jimmy Carter has lost," the 
California governor said. "So I will go forward. I 
think the Democratic nomination is still open." 


Brown said his candidacy had gained a strong 


boost in California, and with the showing of the un- 
committed delegate slate in New jjersey. 


Udall, far behind in second place in Ohio, called 


Carter to congratulate him on "a solid victory and a 
brilliant .campaign." 


He said Carter is now the heavy favorite for 


nomination. "I'm a realist and will not engage in a 
bitter, last-ditch effort to thwart the majority of the 


Democratic Party-. Udall said. ''I will know when 
that majority has been formed." 


Daley said a victory in Ohio would assure 


Carter's nomination. 


Church said Carter was moving close to the 


strength he needs for first ballot nomination. "I 
told him I thought he had established an entitle- 
ment it would be difficult for the convention to 
deny," Church said. 


He said when Carter has a delegate majority "I'll 


heartily congratulate him and do everything in my 
power to make him the next President." 


Church said it would be presumptuous to think 


about possible vice presidential nomination. Brown 
said he would not accept the No. 2 spot on the 
ticket. 


So, after 15 weeks and 31 elections. America's 


longest primary season ended — but the campaign 
was only beginning. .Neither nomination was nailed 
down, and the candidates of both parties were 
mapping plans to seek new support as the final 
delegates are chosen in state conventions and 
caucuses.

York — Another and perhaps-final chapter in 


the now legendary Starkweather murder spree was 
written Tuesday with the parole of his accomplice, 
Caril Ann Fugate. 


Miss Fugate has maintained for 18 years that 


she took no part in the 10 murders that led to the 
execution of Charles Starkweather and a life 
sentence for her. 


Almost every Nebraskan who was alive in 1958 


during the two-state chase that began in Lincoln 
and ended near Douglas, Wyo., holds a small piece 
of its terror in his memory. 


The Parole Board vote Tuesday was 4-1 in 


£avor. with Catherine Dahlquist of Omaha casting 
the lone vote against parole, which will become 
effective June 20 for Miss Fugate. Voting for parole 
were board Chairman John Greenholtz, Eugene 
Neal and Ed Rowley, all of Lincoln, and Marshall 
Tate from Omaha. 


Several Back Parole 


Several persons testified in support of Miss 


Fugate, while only written objection was presented 
to the board.

Miss Fugate, 32, became eligible for parole in 


October 1973 when her life sentence was com- 
muted to a term of 30-50 years. 


Miss Fugate has been imprisoned at the 


Nebraska Center for Women in York since she was 
15.

At Miss Fugate's request, the board stipulated 


under terms of the parole that' she must have 
written permission from the board before granting 
an interview. 


'Do Best As Citizen' 


"I don't wish to give interviews now or in the 


future," she said. "I simply want to go out and do 
the best I can as a citizen." 


Miss Fugate said she has a job waiting for her 


as a clerk-typist in "a more or less private type of 
employment" in another state. 


"I'd like to settle down, get married, have a 


couple of kids — you know — be a regular, or- 
dinary, little, dumpy housewife," she said. 


Board member Rowley raised the central ques- 


tion involved in the release of the 32-year-old 
woman, who has spent more than half her life 
behind bars. 


End Of Retribution 


"Where does retribution end, and where does 


rehabilitation take hold?" he said. "My function is 
to protect society, not to protect the vindictiveness 
of society." 


The board noted that Miss Fugate never 


received a bad disciplinary report, and was told she 
had performed admirably under a work-release 
program at a Henderson hospital and nursing 
home. 


Miss Fugate said some people scorned her 


while she was working outside the Nebraska Center 
for Women in York, and there are some obstacles 
for her to overcome in the "free world." 


"I ask them to accept me for what 1 am, not for 


what you've heard," she said. "Prison is not four 
walls, it's what's inside of you ... I feel sorry for 
those who've locked themselves in a prison of 
hate." 


Perhaps part of the reason no objections were 


voiced comes from a statement made this week by 
Mrs. Robert Jensen. Miss Fugate was convicted for 
the murder of the Bennet woman's son, Robert, 17. 


"They have already told what's going to 


happen. It came out in the paper they have a place 
for her and she's going there under another name. 
They wouldn't have all that if they weren't pretty 
sure what the outcome is going to be," she said. 


'Better For Murderer' 


Following the decision, Mrs. Jensen said the 


victims and their families were given no considera- 
tion. "It's all to make life better for the murderer," 
she said. 


Wen Greenholtz announced the decision, 


Miss Fugate sobbed, and many in the hearing room 
broke into applause. 


Greenholtz said after the hearing that lasted 


about an hour that Miss Fugate would report to a 
parole officer in St. Jehn's, Mich. 


Representatives of the state's penal system 


supported Miss Fugate's bid for freedom. 


"She definitely is ready for parole ... We are 


very supportive of it," said Jacqueline Crawford, 
superintendent of the York Center.

York — Ena Nokes. 46, who was convicted, 


of unlawfully disposing of dead bodies in the 
slaying of Wilma and Edwin Hoyt of rural 
Cuibertson, was reluctantly granted parole 
Tuesday. 


Before voting 3-2 to parole her. all five 


members of the Nebraska Parole Board 
questioned the sentence handed down for 
the "heinous" crime. 


The shootings occurred in the basement of 


the Noke's home in 1973 after an argument 
over the Hoyt's daughter. Mrs. Kay Heinn. 
who had a sexual relationship with the cou- 
ple. 


The bodies were hacked into many pieces 


and disposed of in and near Harry Strunk 
Lake near McCook. 


Would Have Opposed 


Board member Eugene Neal. who voted 


for parole, said he would have voted against 
it if the sentence had been more harsh. 


"Everybody you talk to says heinous 


crime, heinous crime, heinous crime." he 
said. "And it was." 


But tbe sentence for Mrs. Nokes was five 


years on two counts of disposing of a bod}-. 


he said, and she would be up for mandatory' 
parole next year under Nebraska statute. 


"If she had a life sentence. I'd say no keep 


her here." he said. "I don't have a great deal 
of sympathy for you." 


Ed Rowley, who also voted for parole, 


reaffirmed Neal's position, indicating the 
board would have a greater say in setting 
conditions for her parole by acting now. 


'Need Supervision' 


. "I think you need a parole officer, you 
need supervision and intensive supervision," 
Neal said. 


Mrs. Nokes said she was sorry and that "I 


feel I can cope ton the outsidei with God's 
help." 


Donna Elmer of Indianola. daughter of the 


Hoyts. tearfully testified that Attorney 
General Paul Douglas, who assisted in 
prosecuting the Nokes while Lancaster 
County Attorney, used plea bargaining as 
"the easiest way to get a conviction so he 
could get into the statehouse." 


'Family Mistreated* 


"We as a family have been mistreated im- 


mensely." she said. "It's time somebody 
realized this really was a crime."

WASHINGTON <AP) - The Federal Po wer 
Co mmissio n, after 18 y ears o f rev iew and co n­ 
tro v ersy . has ruled o ut co nstructio n o f the 
pro po sed Hig h Mo untain Sheep dam and two co m­ 
peting pro po sals o n the Snake Riv er. 
The co mmissio n issued an o rder dismissing lo ng -. 
pending applicatio ns to build the pro po sed 
hy dro electric pro jects o n the Snake, between 
Oreg o n and Idaho . 


The decisio n anno unced o n Mo nday was a v icto ry 
fo r the Sierra Club, the Federatio n o f Western Out­ 
do o r Clubs, the Idaho Alpine Club and the State o f 
Washing to n Department o f Eco lo g y They had filed 
a jo int petitio n Jan. 8 seeking dismissal o f the 
aphlicatio ns. 
Their mo tio n, suppo rted by the Idaho Fish and 
Game Department and the FPC staff, was based o n 
the Hells Cany o n-Natio nal Recreatio n Area Act. 
The FPC anno unced that the pro po sed dams 
co uld no t be licensed because the Hells Cany o n act 
fo rbids “ the co nstructio n o f any dam, water co n­ 
duit, reserv o ir, po werho use, transmissio n line, o r 
o ther pro ject wo rk under the Federal Po wer Act 
. . . within the recreatio n area.” 


The case beg an in March 19 5 8 , when Pacific 
No rthwest Po wer Co , o f Po rtland, Ore., applied to 
the FPC fo r permissio n to build the pro po sed Hig h 
Mo untain Sheep Pro ject o n the Snake Riv er. 
Two y ears later, Washing to n Public Po wer Supp­ 
ly Sy stem o f Kennewick, Wash., applied to build a 
co nflicting pro ject called Neat Perce. 
The FPC appro v ed the Hig h Mo untain Sheep 
pro ject in 19 65 , but upo n appeal the case was sent 
back fo r further hearing s 
Pacific No rthwest and Washing to n Public Po wer 
then filed a jo int applicatio n pro po sing any o f three 
alternativ e lo catio ns o n the Snake Riv er; Hig h 
Mo untain Sheep, Pleasant VaUey -Mo unuun Sheep,

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she has kep t a lo w p u blicity p ro file. 
At Miss Fu g ate’s req u est, the bo ard stip u lated 
u n der terms o f the p aro le that' she mu st hav e 
written p ermissio n fro m the bo ard befo re g ran tin g 
an in terv iew.

Washington — The Bureau of Reclamation 


and the Interior Department were warned by 
government geologists more than three years ago 
that the Teton River Dam in Idaho would be 
dangerous and should not be built. 


The warnings were ignored and the dam 


bur^t Saturday while its reservoir was being filled 
with water for the first time, tailing at least seven 
persons and leaving an estimated 30.000 
homeless Manv persons were still reported mis- 
sing 


An internal memorandum within the Interior 


Department wained m December 1972 that 
failure of the dam and catastrophic flooding were 
likely if the projett were built 


Nine Dangers Cited 


In April 1973. four U S. Geological Survey 


geologists working on seismology and geological 
faulting in the Idaho area wrote a lengthy memo 
to the Bureau of Reclamation project engineer at 
the dam pointing out nine specific dangers. 


Robert Curry, professor of hazard geology at 


the University of Montana in Missoula, worked 
with the four government geologists. 


"We predicted this would happen," he said 


"We told the Bureau of Reclamation the hazards 
well in advance of when they actually happened. 


When the fpur geologists warned the 


Bureau of Reclamation about the dangers of the 
dam, 
the respohse from the Department of 


Interior was that they were being paid to map 
geology and not to meddle in the construction of 
dams 
he said 


Earthquakes Frequent In Area 


The four geologists — Steven S Onel. Harold 


J Protska. Daud Schleicher and Robert J 
Hackman of Denver — warned that the dam was 
being built in an area of seismic instability where 
earthquakes are frequent. 


The region had, in fact, been designated as 


"zone three," the zone of highest seismic risk 


where "major destructive earthquakes may oc- 
cur," according to the memo 


The weight of water in the reservoir could 


well cause additional earthquake activity, they 
said In addition, the water seeping into the 
ground could cause landslides and other 
problems, the geologists warned. 


The data they had gathered "point to 


(geological) instability of the project region," 
they wrote "It seems desirable, therefore, to 
bring this information to your attention as 
promptly as possible" 


The 1972 memo pointed out that 82 5 
f7 of the 


earthquakes in the area occur in June, September 
and October. 


Filling Would Raise Table 


Filling the reservoir would raise the water 


table along and beneath the dam. which would 
"increase the likelihood of slumping or shifting in 
response to earthquakes" 


The memo states that "final point is that 


flooding in response to seismic or other failure of 
the dam — probably most likely at the time of 
highest water — would make the flood of 
February 1962 look like small potatoes 


"Since such a flood could be anticipated, we 


might consider a series of strategically placed mo- 
tion picture cameras to document the progress as 
catastrophic flooding," it continued. 


A copy of the memo was given in 1974 to the 


Sierra Club, which had been active in fighting the 
dam Curry, who had worked in the organization's 
campaign, made it available to The Washington 
Star. 


As early as 1971, a group of environmental 


organizations, mcluding-the Sierra Club, sued the 
government to block the dam, charging among 
other things that the environmental impact state- 
ment on the project had failed to examine various 
physical dangers in building the dam — including 
geologic faults in the area and possibilities of 
earthquakes. 


He Survived Wild Ride In Flood

Government To Clean Up Flood Damage

\TDAHO FALLS, Idaho (AP) - 
As Itood waters from the burst 
Teton Dam flowed safely into 
another dam's reservoir 
Tuesday, the federal govern- 
ment assumed responsibility for 
cleaning out and repairing irriga- 
tion canals and diversion dams 
damaged by the flood 


Meanwhile, officials raised 


the death count from the flood 
from seven to nine More than 
500 were injured and another 30 
are missing, authorities said. 


The announcement was the 


first indication of significant 
government aid in an area that 
suffered losses estimated in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
following Saturday's collapse of 
the new dam. 


An estimated 300 square 


miles, including more than 30,- 
000 acres of fertile farmland, 
were inundated along the flood's 
80-mile path. 


Officials fear much more 


farmland will dry up unless 
damaged irrigation systems are 
repaired quickly. 


"It is our responsibility to 


assure that water gets on the 
land," Asst. Interior Secretary 
Jack Horton told a news con- 
ference in Boise. He said the 
Bureau of Reclamation, which 
operated the dam, was being 
directed to start work im- 
mediately. 


He said crops on about 400,000 


acres are seriously threatened 
unless irrigation water can be 
delivered fithin a few days. 


He told Gov. Cecil D. Andrus 


that President Ford had 
authorized the Interior Depart- 
ment to let contracts for the 
irrigation repairs. Officials said 
they had no estimate of the cost 
of the repairs. 


However, Horton said, the 


over-all question of whether the 
federal government is liable for 
damages as a result of the dam 
break "is a tricky one. Our most 
important problem now is to get 
the flood victims housed and fed 
and the irrigation canals 
repaired. 


"The question of liability is 


one which can be deferred until 
later." 


Total flood damage estimates 


vary but have ranged up to $1 
billion. 


Andrus has said that, if 


for people 


necessary, he will go to Congress 
or to the courts to argue the 
state's claim for compensation. 
Idaho's members of Congress 
also plan to work to get the 
federal government to pay 
damages. 


In Washington, Interior 


Department officials told Ford 
the government must act quickly 
to save the farmland deprived of 
irrigation by the flood damage. 


Gilbert Stamm, head of the

Th ree m em bers of th e Nebraska 
Pu blic Serv ice Commission attended a 
telep h one indu stry conv ention in Kansas 
City last month at relativ ely little ex p ense 
to state tax p ay ers. Th eir ex p ense v ou ch ers 
ran to a total of only $674, wh ich , con­ 
sidering th at th e th ree were th ere for fiv e 
day s, is not a wh ole lot. Bu t th ere was 
p reciou s little work-related activ ity on th e 
agenda, so it was only righ t th at tax p ay ers 
not be ov erch arged for th e p arty '. 
Th e Kansas City ex cu rsion also tl* 
lu strates again h ow cozy some Nebraska 
p u blic serv ice commissioners are with an 
indu stry th ey are su p p osed to regu late. 
Mu ch of th e food, booze and entertainment 
afforded com m issioners was p rov ided 
free of ch arge by th e telep h one indu stry 
Since th e th ree commissioners — Jack 
Romans of Ord, James Mu nnelly of Omah a 
and Robert Nlarland of Lincoln (wh o is 
retiring in Janu ary and wh o was on th e 
conv ention p rogram) — were absent, th e 
commission, lacking a majority of its 
m em bers, h ad to cancel its May 24 
meeting. 
Bu t th e only Mid-America 
Telep h one Conv ention iMATC) bu siness 
sessions were h eld on May 25-26. On th e 
day th e Nebraska PSC m eeting was 


cancelled th e MATC agenda called for golf, 
door p rizes and a h osp itality ' room. 
Comp ou nding th e offensiv eness of th e 
situ ation, th e commission u p on th e retu rn 
of its ju nketing members refu sed to allow 
two PSC staff p eop le p ermission to attend 
a regional regu latory meeting at Tu lsa. And 
a mov e is afoot on th e p art of at least some 
of th e commissioners to ev en fu rth er 
restrict p rofessional 
growth 
(meetings, 
seminars, etc.) op p ortu nities for th e staff. 
Romans h as su ggested th at only dep art­ 
ment h eads or abov e ev en be considered 
for su ch trip s. Th is wou ld be consistent 
with th e effort of some commissioners to 
downgrade staff cap abilities. 
Some commission m em bers seem 
willing to continu e to skim th e cream off 
th e top by accep ting h osp itality at indu stry 
conv entions wh ile deny ing staff th e op p or­ 
tu nity to widen th eir ex p erience at 
meetings of regu lators. 
Th e th eme of th e MATC meet in Kan­ 
sas City was “ Wh ere Do We Go From 
Here?“ Wh ile Nebraska's ju nketing com­ 
missioners are try ing to figu re ou t th eir 
nex t destination, v oters h ere sh ou ld also be 
settling on a new cou rse — one aimed at 
sh aking u p th e commission majority . 


Pa tro llin g Th e Pa rks 


Ch anges in th e op eration of th e Lin­ 
coln Police Dep artment h av e been for th e 
better, we believ e, since Ch ief George 
Hansen assu med control last Sep tember, 
Bu t one new p rop osal, to receiv e a p u blic 
h earing nex t week, can be v iewed with 
some skep ticism. 
It inv olv es absorbing th e city p ark 
rangers into th e # p olice dep artm ent, 
eliminating th e rangers as a distinctiv e 
div ision with th eir own u niforms and 
v eh icles and transferring th eir direction 
from th e p arks dep artm ent to th e p olice 
command. 


Under th e p rop osal, more officers 
wou ld be p u t to work p atrolling Lincoln's 
p arks — a mov e considered necessary ' by 
th e may or, th e p olice ch ief and some 
members of th e City Cou ncil becau se of in­ 
creased criminal activ ity ' in th e p arks. 


• Beefing u p p ark p atrol ap p ears to be a 
good idea, bu t we’re not so su re th at absor­ 
bing th e p ark rangers into th e p olice 
dep artm ent is th e best way to go abou t it. 


For one th ing, as Cou ncilman Max Denney 
p oints ou t, it cou ld end u p costing con­ 
siderably more money th an th e p resent 
arrangement. 
Sev eral h u ndred p eop le rep ortedly 
h av e signed p etitions op p osing th e ch ange 
with some doing so ap p arently becau se 
th ey feel th at th e p ark rangers are more 
“ p eop le-oriented ’ th an regu lar p olice of­ 
ficers. 
We h av e su p p orted th e sep arate 
arrangement with p ark rangers h av ing a 
distinctiv e identity and image more in 
keep ing with p ark u se and atmosp h ere. 
If th e set-u p is ch anged, it sh ou ld be 
su p p orted with h ard ev idence th at p ark 
rangers can t h andle th e job of p atrolling 
th e p arks and keep ing order th erein, th at 
administrativ ely it is a h eadach e and th at 
th e ch ange is well worth th e added costs. 
If th e ev idence isn’t to be fou nd, th e 
city h ad bette: go ah ead and beef u p th e 
p ark ranger div ision to th e needed lev el, 
leav ing it sep arate from th e p olice dep art­ 
ment.

But there was 
precioub httle work-related activity on the 
agenda, so it was only right that taxpayers 
not be overcharged for the party. 


The Kansas City excursion also il- 


lustrates again how cozy some Nebraska 
public service commissioners are with an 
industrv they are supposed to regulate 
Much of the food, booze and entertainment 
afforded commissioners was provided 
tree of charge by the telephone industry 


Since the three commissioners — Jack 


Romans of Ord. James Munnelly of Omaha 
and Robert Marland of Lincoln (who is 
retiring in January and who was on the 
convention program) — were absent, the 
commission, 
lacking a majority of its 


members, had to cancel its May 24 
meeting. 
But the only Mid-America 


Telephone Convention iMATC) business 
sessions were held on May 25-26 On the 
day the Nebraska PSC meeting was 


cancelled the MATC agenda called for golf, 
door prizes and a hospitality room. 


Compounding the offensiveness of the 


situation, the commission upon the return 
of its junketing members refused to allow 
two PSC staff people permission to attend 
a regional regulatory meeting at Tulsa. And 
a move is afoot on the part of at least some 
of the commissioners to even further 
restrict professional growth (meetings, 
seminars, etc.) opportunities for the staff. 
Romans has suggested that only depart- 
ment heads or above even be considered 
for such trips. This would be consistent 
with the effort of some commissioners to 
downgrade staff capabilities. 


Some commission members seem 


willing to continue to skim the cream off 
the top by accepting hospitalit} at mdustr> 
conventions while denying staff the oppor- 
tunity to widen their experience at 
meetings of regulators 


The theme of the MATC meet in Kan- 


sas City was "Where Do We Go From 
Here0" While Nebraska's junketing com- 
missioners' are trying to figure out their 
next destination, voters here should also be 
settling on a new course — one aimed at 
shaking up the commission majority. 


Patrolling The Parks 


Changes in the operation of the Lin- 


coln Police Department have been for the 
better, we believe, since Chief George 
Hansen assumed control last September. 
But one new proposal, to receive a public 
hearing ,next week, can be viewed with 
some skepticism. 


It involves absorbing the city park 


rangers into the> police department, 
eliminating the rangers as a distinctive 
division with their own uniforms and 
vehicles and transferring their direction 
from the parks department to the police 
command. 


Under the proposal, more officers 


would be put to work patrolling Lincoln's 
parks — a move considered necessary by 
the mayor, the police chief and some 
members of the City Council because of in- 
creased criminal activity in the parks. 


• Beefing up park patrol ap'pears to be a 


good idea, but we're not so sure that absor- 
bing the park rangers into the police 
department is the best way to go about it. 


For one thing, as Councilman Max Denney 
points out. it could en* up costing con- 
siderably more money than the present 
arrangement. 


Several hundred people reportedly 


have signed petitions opposing the change 
with some doing so apparently because 
they feel that the park rangers are more 
"people-oriented" than regular police of- 
ficers. 


We have supported the separate 


arrangement with park rangers having a 
distinctive identity' and image more in 
keeping with park use and atmosphere. 


If the set-up is changed, it should be 


supported with hard evidence that park 
rangers can't handle the job of patrolling 
the parks and keeping order therein, that 
administratively it is a headache and that 
the change is well worth the added costs. 


If the evidence isn't to be found, the 


city had bette. go ahead and beef up the 
park ranger division to the needed level, 
leaving it separate from the police depart- 
ment. 


Beer Garden Up In Air 


When it came to counting votes, not 


enough could be had Monday for City 
Council approval of a proposal to open up 
outdoor beer gardens at the municipal golf 
courses. 


Parks and Recreation Director Don 


Smith had offered the beer garden idea at 
the behest of golfers apparently tired of 
cramped clubhouse beerdrinking quarters. 


The proposal drew three aye votes 


(with four needed) and two negatives with 
two council members absent. The proposal 
should be brought up again next week. 


It is our notion that the council should 


give the beer gardens a tryout — which 


brings up Councilman Max Denney's 
reasons for voting against the proposal. 


Denney said one«of the reasons he 


voted against the city golf course beer gar- 
dens was because beer gardens have 
traditionally been denied pnvate licensees. 


We've never been able to figure out 


why there couldn't be a beer garden in Lin- 
coln if a licensee wanted one, other than 
the fact that such proposed operation was 
always opposed by the police department 
under the former chief. 


It will be interesting to note official 


reaction to any new "proposal by a private 
licensee for a beer garden-type operation in 
the city

Similarity In Carter-Kennedy Problems 


WASHINGTON - The decision of the 


Democratic Party on whether to 
nominate Jimmy Carter goes to the fun- 
damental problem of the South 's political 
relationship with the rest of the nation. 


For the last 30 years, two racial 


developments ha\e proceeded 
simultaneously in this country. In the 
South, blacks, with considerable help 
from the federal government, have 
broken down segregation. As this struggle 
proceeded, the once solidly Democratic 
South has been in politic^ turmoil. 


The old solidarity had been based upon 


the national Democratic Parry's tacit 
acceptance of a segregated, white- 
dominated South. When in the Truman 
administration the national party began 
to intervene on behalf of blacks to disrupt 
the status quo. whites in the Deep South 
rebelled. Their rebellion took various 
political forms, including the Dixiecrat 
third party in 1948, independent electors 
in 1960, Goldwater Republicanism in 
1964, George C. Wallace's third party in. 
1968, and Nixon Republicanism in 1972. 


Meanwhile, in the North, blacks 


migrated to large cities where some 
blacks had always lived and to many 
smaller cities where they had' formerly 
been almost unknown. Racial problems 
that had once been thought of as primari- 


ly or peculiarly Southern now became 
familiar m the North. 


As racial problems became nationwide, 


there arose the danger that the politics of 
the whole country would take on an in- 
creasingly Southern character. In the 
South, discussion of serious economic and 
social issues had repeatedly been 
frustrated as demagogues turned every 
question into a racial issue. Wallace 
showed how this "demagogic technique 
could be applied in the North. He 
exploited racial fears and antagonisms in 
Michigan and Indiana as skillfully as he 
did in Alabama. As recently as this 
spring, he swept the city of Boston in the 
Democratic presidential primary on the 
busing issue. Thus, there lurked in the 
national consciousness a nightmare of a 
nationwide politics based on racial 
demagogery, of. an America become

Jimmy Carter's accomplishment has 


' been to put an end to this Wallaceite 
nightmare. It is logical that the cutting 
edge of his national candidacy has been 
his black support. IB effect, Mack voters 
have had a veto power over the 
aspirations of Southern white politicians. 
As long as the SoBth maltreated blacks, 
the r«\ of the country would not trust a 
Southerner with the presidency. The con-

Carter is the guarantee to the rest of the 
nation of his good faith. 


It is a profpundly encouraging develop- 


ment for the whole nation that the South 
has produced a leader that the rest of the 
country can accept. After wandering 
down various dead-end streets'such as the 
Goldwater candidacy and the Dixiecrat 
and Wallaceite third parties, the South is 
at last moving back into-the main road of 
American politics. .

national outlook, centrist convictions.

Endorsing the findings of the 
Organization of American States 
human nghts commission, the 
secretary of state told a meeting 
of the OAS "A government that 
tramples on the ngbts of its

At the same time, Kissinger 
credited the government of 
President Augusto Pinochet 
with offering some “hopeful 
prospects” of reform He was 
not specific, but U.S. officials 
said the government is preparing 
constitutional amendments to 
protect civil nghts that may be

In his speech to the general 
assembly of the OAS, Kissinger 
also condemned the "inhuman 
treatment" of political prisoners 
in Cuba, target of another report 
by the human rights commis­ 
sion.

Dear Dr. Tho steso n, Please 
ex plain the causes and treatment 
fo r fro zen sho ulder.

“Fro zen sho u lder" is an in­ 
definite term intended to refer 
to a sho u lder jo int which has 
beco me stiff (ano ther imprecise 
term) as a resu lt o f inju ry o r 
pro lo nged immo bilizatio n. The 
sho u lder is a ball and so cket 
stru ctu re su ppo rted by u nu su ally 
stro ng mu scles, ligaments and 
tendo ns. Wide latitu des o f mo v e­ 
ment make it su sceptible to su ch 
pro blems as tendo n irritatio n o r 
inflam m atio n 
and 
bu rsitis, 
which is inflammatio n o f the 
tiny sacs that facilitate jo int 
mo v ement. 
Rest, applicatio n o f heat and 
the u se o f anti-inflammatio n 
dru gs is u su ally su fficient fo r the 
av erage case. Diathermy (high 
frequ ency electrical cu rrent) is 
so metimes helpfu l 
If calciu m 
depo sits dev elo p, these can be 
remo v ed su rgically when o ther 
metho ds fail 
An o rtho pedist can detect the 
precise area o f difficu lty by 
ex pert manipu latio n o f the jo int. 
The sho u lder is a remarkably 
re s ilie n t s tru c tu re w hich 
respo nds well to co nserv ativ e 
treatm ent 
If rest and heat 
pro du ces no relief, then it mu st 
be inv estigated fu rther to av o id 
dev elo pm ent o f m o re per­ 
manently disabling co ndiu o ns.

Po ly ps are gro wths ex tending 
fro m a mu co u s membrane. They 
can o ccu r in many places in the 
bo dy — the ears, mo u th, lu ngs, 
sto mach, u teru s, fo r ex amples — 
bu t the nasal membranes are 
alway s prime sites 
They can 
resu lt fro m either an irritatio n 
o r an allergy Often they wall 
gro w within sinu ses, cau sing u n­ 
pleasant nasal pro blems. 


So metimes po ly ps will gro w in 
clu sters fro m a single stalk mu ch 
the way a mu shro o m do es, 
Where the cau se o f po ly ps can­ 
no t be treated, they will tend to 
recu r, as with an alergy Where 


the nasal po ly ps cau se an 
o bstru ctio n to breathing they are 
remo v ed in a rather simple 
pro ced u re . The gro w th is 
snipped o ff. Often the base is 
cau terized to prev ent recu rrence 
in that spo t. 
Nasal po ly ps are u su ally 
benign. Po ly ps elsewhere may 
be malignant o r hav e the po ten­ 
tial to beco me malignant, which 
is why they are u su ally in­ 
v estigated when disco v ered.

To Be Interviewed 
By J. L. SCHMIDT

Parents of students identified 
as academically gifted will be 
contacted personally for input 
into any programs that the 
public schools plan for their 
children. 
Ron B ra nd t, asso ciate 
superintendent for curriculum, 
told the Lincoln Board of Educa­ 
tion Tuesday that the personal 
contacts, in the form of an inter­ 
view with the parents of 79 
students recommended for 
special programs, would be 
made in response to concerns 
voiced by the parents after re­ 
cent articles incorrectly said that 
the students might be segregated 
from their classmates. 
Superintendent John Frasch 
said the administration felt that 
the parents of the 79 would be a 
manageable group which could 
be interviewed during the rest of 
the summer. He indicated that 
the parents would be given at 
least four alternatives to choose 
from in planning an accepted 
procedure for instruction. 
The choices, Prasch said, 
would include: leave them 
alone, provide regular programs 
with advanced work in the form 
of “add-ons" (after school and 
summer programs); group the 
students for part of the day and 
provide individual tutoring and 
chances for study at the Univer­ 
sity; or any combination of the 
other three. 
This “face-to-face interview" 
will enable the staff to k now 
where they stand with the 
program. Prasch added 
Can Plan Be Ready? 
Board member Jo Ann Maxey 
ask ed if the staff could still have 
a plan ready for this fall if they 
spent all summer on inter­ 
viewing parents. 
Prasch and Brandt said they 
both teel that a program could 
still be planned in the allotted 
time Brandt noted that current 
policy involves the parents in 
planning with them children and 
teachers. 
“We need to respect the 
parent’s concerns about their 
children in planning any 
program for gifted students," 
Brandt said. 
Board member Pearl Goldens- 
tein said. “We definitely need 
some sensitivity training in this 
area." 
Rename Program 
In other action, the board 
heard a recommendation from 
Prasch that cultural awareness 
activities for the next school year 
be renam ed m ulti-cultural 
education and refunded in the 
next budget at the current com­ 
mitment of some $33,000 
It was also recommended that 
a work schedule of activities, es­ 
tablishing specif ic targets for the 
school year in which each area of 
the advisory com m ittee's 


recommendations could be 
utilized, be approved. 
Prasch recommended that the 
board ‘‘exercise a little more 
control over the proliferation of 
activities" in the area of ap­ 
proving a schedule for extra pay 
for staffs of the individual 
schools. 
He said tha t the sam e 
reasoning used to limit the 
number of athletic contests 
should also apply to a limit on 
the number of debate contests, 
concerts and cheerleader prac­ 
tices, as yell as other areas of 
extracurricular activity which 
normally garner extra pay for 
teachers. 
Bus Discipline Eyed 
A brief discussion of discipline 
on school buses came as the 
result of Prasch s report on 
transportation for the next 
school year, 
Prasch said that he felt self- 
discipline by bus riding students 
was part of "the overall educa­ 
tion of behavior which should 
extend beyond the classroom 
experience into other areas,” 
He added that some problems 
at bus stops have also been 
reported by parents and that the 
solutions often create other 
problems. 
« 
We can mak e more pick ups 
which would result in fewer 
students at each stop, but that 
would create slower routes, 
Prasch said 
‘More Prestigious* 
Board member Lou Roper 
suggested that the job of bus 
monitor, generally assigned to 
students who ride the buses, 
could “somehow be made more 
prestigious." 
Board President Williamette 
Shafer suggested that the 
problem ‘‘reverts back to paren­ 
tal responsibility for their 
chidren's behavior.” 
Prasch noted several other 
problem areas in the overall 
busing network that would have 
to be work ed out before final 
acceptance of the plan. One in­ 
volves a strip of houses in the 
area between North 56th and 
Cotner Blvd Students m that 
area live close enough to schools 
to walk , but they have to cross 
several busy streets, Prasch 
noted. 
“If we d provide busing for 
these students we’d be setting a 
precedent that would create 
problems in other parts of 
town.” Prasch said. 
Roper mentioned that the 
board may have to look to the 
construction of pedestrian over 
passes sometime in the future, 
especially in the areas of Old 
Cheney Road and Capital 
Park way. 
The school budget for the next 
year occupied a work session 
which followed the regular 
meeting. A hearing on the 
budget will be held on July 19.

In other action, the board 


heard a recommendation from 
Prasch that cultural awareness 
activities for the next school year 
be renamed multi-cultural 
education and refunded in the 
next budget at the current com- 
mitment of some $33.000 


It was also recommended that 


a work schedule of activities, es- 
tablishing specific targets for the 
school year in which each area of 
the advisory committee s 


recommendations could be 
utilized, be approved 


Prasch recommended that the 


board 'exercise a little more 
control over the proliferation of 
activities" in the area of ap- 
proving a schedule for extra pay 
for staffs of the individual 
schools 


He said that the same 


reasoning used to limit the 
number of athletic contests 
should also apply to a limit on 
the number of debate contests,

Prasch noted several other

noted

Heights Sought

The Nebraska Capitol En­ 
v irons Committee agreed un­ 
animously Tuesday to ask the 
Lincoln City Council to adopt 
more restrictiv e zoning or­ 
dinances in the Statehouse area 
Committee members decided 
to urge adoption of an architect's 
study in the Capitol env irons 
proposed plan, after considering 
but hedging on Lincoln State 
Sen. Waily Barnett's insistence 
on ev en stricter downzomng. 
Barnett and committee v ice 
chairman Douglas Bereuter. 
state senator of Utica, pushed 
and shaped the proposed council 
action, with the prov iso that the 
committee's final plan after 
further study would be worked 
out with council members, 
As recommended, building 
height limits would be 57 feet 
immediately near the Capitol, 
and graduated dow nward 
further away from the building 
The l&th St, corridor north 
(Centennial Mall) limit would be 
100 feet; 15th St. corridor south 
to Washington. 45 feet; J St east 
to 17th. 45 feet, and J west to 
10th, 75 feet 
Current zoning ordinances 
allow buildings 57 feet near the 
Statehouse, with nearby outward 
limits checkerboarded from 75 
to 130 feet, and 275 feet in the 
downtown area. 
The proposal came after W, 
Don Nelson told the committee, 
"If we re not gong to get in­ 
v olv ed in down-zoning, were 
wasting our time” 
Much Too Liberal' 
Director of the State Office of 
Planning and Programming 
(SOPPi, Nelson said Lincoln 
zoning now is “ much too 
liberal." The City’ Council must 
be 
"willing to confront the 
political-econom ic issu e" 
perpetuating 
building heights 
that detract from the Capitol, 
and address them “parcel by 
parcel" if necessary 
‘ That's going to raise a pretty 
good-sized flap in Lincoln.” 
Nelson predicted, saying of­ 
ficials will require 'brav ery” to 
face it 
Bereuter suggested the City 
Council "could av oid making the 
decision" by hav ing "the people 
make it for them" v ia a city 
chart« - amendment decreeing 
Capitol area protection 
Committee members fretted 
aloud about their adv isory 
capacity and lack of authority, 
and any plans they dev elop being 
subject to political maneuv ers as 
office-hold« s change. 
The down-zoning proposal 
won unanimous approv al, after 
Barnett and Bereuter tried 
repeatedly but were rebuffed in 
seeking to recommend ev en 
more restrictiv e height lumts. 
One idea was a temporary 
building moratorium. 
Nelson said the timing's 
"perfect” since the committee’s 
final plan could then be included 


in the Comprehensiv e Plan. But 
committee member Stev e Cook, 
a city councilman, opposed those 
av enues, citing possible legal 
problems and lawsuits. 
Howev er, Cook added, council 
members are "v ery serious 
about the Capitol env irons.” 
Since little new building is 
projected during the drafting of 
the integrated buliding height 
plan, he said when that's ready, 
"I'm sure the council will do 
something.” 
The committee also agreed to 
request SOPP staff assistance, 
plus Univ ersity of Nebraska 
Architecture College help, to 
organize all Capitol env irons 
documents and proposals to con­ 
sider in dev eloping their full- 
range goals.

The Nebraska Capitol En- 


virons Committee agreed un- 
animously Tuesday to ask the 
Lincoln City Council to adopt 
more restrictive zoning or- 
dinances in the Statehouse area. 


Committee members decided 


to urge adoption of an architect's 
study in the Capitol environs 
proposed plan, after considering 
but hedging on Lincoln State 
Sen. Wally Barnett s insistence 
on even stricter downzoning. 


Barnett and committee vice 


chairman Douglas Bereuter, 
state senator of Utica, pushed 
and shaped the proposed council 
action, with the proviso that the 
committee's final plan after 
further study would be worked 
out with council members. 


As recommended, building 


height limits would be 57 feet 
immediately near the Capitol, 
and graduated downward 
further away from the building. 
The loth St. corridor north 
(Centennial Malli limit would be 
100 feet: 15th St. corridor south 
to Washington. 45 feet; J St. east 
to 17th. 45 feet, and J west to 
10th. 75 feet. 


Current zoning ordinances 


allow buildings 57 feet near the 
Statehouse, with nearby outward 
limits checkerboarded from 75 
to 130 feet, and 275 feet in the 
downtown area. 


The proposal came after W. 


Don Nelson told the committee, 
"If we're not gong to get in- 
volved in down-zoning, we're 
wasting our time." 


'Much Too Liberal' 


Director of the State Office of 


Planning and Programming 
(SOPPi. Nelson said Lincoln 
zoning now is "much too 
liberal." The City Council must 
be "willing to confront the 
political-economic issue" 
perpetuating building heights 
that detract from the Capitol, 
and address than "parcel by 
parcel" if necessary. 


"That's going to raise a pretty 


good-sized flap in Lincoln." 
Nelson predicted, saying of- 
ficials will require "bravery" to 
face it. 


Bereuter suggested the City 


Council "could avoid making the 
decision'' by having "the people 
make it for than" via a city 
charter amendment decreeing 
Capitol area protection. 


Committee members fretted 


aloud about their advisory 
capacity and lack of authority, 
and any plans they develop being 
subject to political maneuvers as 
office-holders change. 


The down-zoning proposal 


won unanimous approval, after 
Barnett and Bereuter tried 
repeatedly but were rebuffed in 
seeking to recommend even 
more restrictive height limits. 
One idea was a temporary 
building moratorium. 


Nelson said the timing's 


"perfect" since the committee's 
final plan could then be included 


in the Comprehensive Plan. But 
committee member Steve Cook, 
a city councilman, opposed those 
avenues, citing possible legal 
problems and lawsuits.

'Liberal Establishment 
Holding Out, Carter Says

Atlanta — Jimmy Carter said Tuesday he 


believed that most elements of the Democratic 
Party were reconciled to the possibility of his 
nomination for president with the exception of 
"the Eastern liberal establishment 
He said he 


hoped'these liberals would take the hand of 
friendship he intended to offer them 


After campaigning formally for 16'/z months, 


the former Georgia governor came home to hear 
the results of the last three primary elections in 
California, New Jersey and Ohio, and told 
members of his staff at headquarters that 
together they had fashioned what he felt was 'the 
strongest and best campaign ever conducted 
leading up to a national convention in the history 
of this country ' He added "If we don't win, it 
won t be your fault, it will be my fault but, 
together, I don't believe anybody can beat us " 


After appearing at a steel company plant gate 


early Tuesday in New Jersey, Carter boarded his 
chartered jet for Atlanta and strolled back to chat 
informally with reporters in the plane 


In the course of the wide-ranging discussion 


he said that what he called the liberal establish- 
ment seemed to him to be the only major bloc he 
had not jet been able to win over but added,' Of 
course we ve made some very important gams 
there too 


Carter who has beemed increasingly relaxed 


and serene in recent davs said he understood 


clearly that the "establishment" was not a 
homogenous or cohesive group And, he said, he 
understood the coolness that existed 


For one thing, "they don't know me," he 


said They felt he had been late in condemning 
the war in Vietnam and was not liberal enough 
There was some uneasiness about his Southern 
and fundamentalist Christian background 


When a journalist asked if their continued op- 


position mattered much, Carter was quick to say 
it did While fervent liberals might not control 
many delegates or sway many votes, they were an 
important part of the heart and mind of the party, 
he said

Carter said he believed that such liberals 


wanted a role in the general election campaign, in

ja il cell with nine other 
prisoners. 
Larson said Harold Kunce, 52, 
who initially had been airested 
for intoxication, hung himself 
from a bunk bed The autopsy in­ 
dicated Kunce died of asphyxia­ 
tion 
“ He hal to be awfully deter­ 
mined,” Larson said at a news 
conference. 
Larson saW Kunce ripped i^> 
several towels, tied them to the 
bottom of the bunk above his 


head and “laid down as if he 
were taking a nap with his head 
just a few inches off the bed.” 
He said none of the othas in 
the cell block “noticed him. No 
(Mie else paid any attaition to 
him ” He said the bunks are 
located in a smaller room off the 
cell’s main assembly area. 
Larson said the Lincoln Coun­ 
ty Mental Health Board hirf 
determined there was “prdsable 
cause” that Kunce was 
dangerous to others and he was 
turned over the the county 
sheriff and placed in the county 
jail. 
“There’s no reason that at any 
time a mentally ill person should 
be held in jail," Larson said. 


However, he said, “There wasn’t 
anything else that could be done. 
It did not appear he (Kunce) 
needed emergency admittance 
to the hospital, but if he had 
been released from custody, he 
could .do harm to others.” 
He said Kunce initially was 
arrested for intoxication and 
beating his landlady He was 
arraigned in county court, and a 
petition was filed later alleging 
that Kunce presented a substan­ 
tial riiik to harm others. 
He was given a hearing before 
the County Mental Health 
Board, which determined 
“probable cause that he (Kunce) 
was mentally ill and a dangerous 
person to others.” Larson said. 


Kunce was placed in a large 
cell at the county jail and on 
May 12, the county attorney’s of­ 
fice was notified of an emeq?en- 
cy at the jail, 
Larson said facilities should be 
available to house a mentally ill 
person on a temporary basis, 
Such facilities would not be 
economically feasi|>le for 
Nebraska's smaller populated 
counties, Larson said. 


In retrospect, Larson said, 
“ We would have done it «cactly 
the same again. If we had ad­ 
vanced warnings of what would 
happen, (^viously, we would 
have used emergency admit­ 
tance to the hospital.”

Residents of the South Salt 


Creek community are seeing 
red 


But it isn t the red line, a new 


proposal for the routing of an in- 
creased load of rail traffic 
through their neighborhood, 
offered by the executive director 
of the Railroad Transportation 
Safety District John Longsdorf, 
during a public hearing Tuesday 
night 


The hearing not unlike others 


before it, except for the proposal 
by Longsdorf, was the latest in a 
continuing struggle to reach a 
workable solution to the 
proposed routing of up to 50 
coal-carrying trains a day 
through the South Salt Creek 
neighborhood, south of 0 and 
west of 9th St 


The Longsdorf proposal, to 


run a new line through the Cod- 
dington yards of Burlington 
Northern on West 0 and then 
south adjacent to Salt Creek 
along the western edge of the 
residential area of the 
neighborhood, would call for the 
use of the existing tracks on 3rd 
St at the discretion of the dis- 
patcher in the yards 


Longsdorf explained that the 


red line, so called because it was 
represented by a red line on a 
map, would be the suggested 
alternate route for coal trains, 
but that a situation might exist 
where the track would be oc- 
cupied by other traffic and an oc-. 
casional coal train would have to 
use the 3rd St tracks 


The appaient wishes of the 


South Salt Creek Community 
Organization, represented 
by- 


president Gwen Peterson, and 
supported by the murmurs of 
the near capacity crowd in the 
city council chambers, were to 
have the 3rd St tracks removed 


District chairman Steve Cook 


suggested the RTSD and the 
community organization form a 
joint group to study the red line, 
which would cost $6 million to 
engineer and build, according to 
Longsdorf 


When the community group 


balked, Longsdorf pointed out 
that using the red line only, and 
eliminating the 3rd St tracks, 
would cost in the neighborhood 
of $60 million because the West 
0 hump would have to be moved 
at a cost of nearly $45 million 
alone 


The group still refused to 


accept the proposal, so 
Longsdorf pointed out that the

Hays' Commi ttee Bypassed

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a telltale 
move, a House panel decided to bypass the 
House Administration Committee in set­ 
ting procedures Tuesday for financing the 
sex-scandal probe of Rep Wayne Hays. 
The action is significant because Hays 
heads the Administration Committee on 
whose payroll Elizabeth Ray said she was 
kept to serve as Hays’ mistress 
The House Rules Committee’s decision 
means the issue now goes to the House 
itself, which is expected to vote later this 
week on funds to pay for the congressional 
probe 
. 
Under normal procedures, the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee would have 
decided whether to forward the request to 
the full House for action. 
The House Ethics Committee is 
preparing to hold hearings on Miss Ray’s 
allegations that Hays gave her a S14,000-a- 
year committee staff job to provide sexual 
favors 
Hays, an Ohio Democrat, has 
acknowledged a liaison with Miss Ray but 
insisted that the job was a genuine one. 
Meanwhile, House Republican Leader 


John J. Rhodes of Arizona criticized as 
“woefully inadequate” the appointment by 
Speaker Carl Albert of a ta^ force of the 
Democratic Steering Committee to study 
the House accounting system and suggest 
improvements tp avoid improprieties and 
the appearance of improprieties 
Rhodes also said the Ethics Committee 
is not properly set up for an investigation. 
He suggested creating a special committee 
made up equally of Democrats and 
Republicans, 
^odes said in an interview he has not 
discussed his ideas with Albert. 
The chairman and senior Republican 
member of the Ethics Committee, Reps. 
Jrtin J Flynt Jr., l>Ga., and Floyd D. 
Spence, R^C., jointly introduced the 
resolution to allow the Ethics Committee 
to bypass the administration committee in 
seeking funds to conduct the probe. The 
resolution would authorize disbursal of 
House funds on vouchers drawn by the 
chairman and senior Republican. 
The Rules Committee sent the resolution 
to the House. However, after listening to 
arguments that it would provide indefinite 


‘‘blank check” authority and set a 
dangerous precedent, the committee at­ 
tached a proviso limiting the «(ception to 
this year only This would be sufficient 
time to conduct the Hays investigation. 
Wiodes referred in his comments to 
Albert appointing three Democratic’ 
Steering Committee members, headed by 
Rep. David R. Obey of Wisconsin, to a task 
force to study House accounts. It would 
focus not only on the Hays affair, but on 
stories of double-charging for transporta­ 
tion and other abuses. 
‘‘1 think the Speaker’s response is 
woefully inadequate,” Rhodes said. “I do 
believe it is necessary for us to take the 
whole matter as a possible red light and a 
signal that we may be in some trouble, and 
to appoint a select committee made up of 
half Republicans and half Democrats in 
order to determine just how far this situa­ 
tion does extend.” 
He said the books of the Administration 
Gjmmittee should be audited “to deter­ 
mine if there might be other people who 
are op payrolls who aren’t doing any 
work.”

move, a House panel decided to bypass the 
House Administration Committee in set- 
ting procedures Tuesday for financing the 
sex-scandal probe of Rep Wayne Hays 


The action is significant because Hays 


heads the Administration Committee on 
whose payroll Elizabeth Kav said she was, 
kept to serve as Hays mistress 


The House Kules Committee's decision 


means the issue now goes to the House 
itself, which is expected to vote later this 
week on funds to pay for the congressional 
probe 


Under normal procedures, the House Ad- 


ministration Committee would have 
decided whether to forward the request to 
the full House for action 


The House Ethics Committee is 


preparing u> hold hearings on Miss Ray s 
allegations that Hays gave her a 114,000*- 
year committee staff job to provide sexual 
favors 


Hays, an Ohio Democrat, has 


acknowledged a liaison with Miss Ray but 
insisted that the job was a genuine one 


Meanwhile. House Republican Leader 


John J Rhodes of Arizona criticized as 
"woefully inadequate" the appointment by 
Speaker Carl Albert of a task force of the 
Democratic Steering Committee to study 
the House accounting system and suggest 
improvements to avoid improprieties and 
the appearance of improprieties 


Rhodes also said the Ethics Committee 


is not properly set up for an investigation 
He suggested creating a special committee 
made up equally of Democrats and 
Republicans 


Rhodes said in an interview he has not 


discussed hu ideas with Albert 


The chairman and senior Republican 


member of the Ethics Committee, Reps 
John J Flynt Jr, WJa, and Floyd D 
Spence, R-SC, jointly introduced the 
resolution to allow the Ethics Committee 
to bypass the administration committee in 
seeking funds to conduct the probe The 
resolution would authorize disbunal of 
House funds on vouchers drawn by the 
chairman and senior Republican.

I discard a club on the 
third trump lead, and so does 
dummy, but on the next lead I 
run into a serious problem. 


Sometimes I discard the eight 


of hearts. When I do, South 
plays a heart to .the ace and 
ruffs a heart, establishing the J- 
10 as tricks. He then plays the 
K-A of spades and cashes 
dummy's two high hearts, 
whereupon I get squeezed and 
declarer makes the rest of the 


tricks — to the tune of 2,440 
points. 


Sometimes I discard a spade 


at trick four. When I do, South 
cashes the K-A of spades and 
ruffs a spade, establishing two 
spade tricks in dummy. He then 
plays a heart to dummy's ace 
and cashes the 6-5 of spades. I 
discard a heart on the fourth 
round of spades, but on the fifth 
spade I'm again hopelessly 
squeezed. Whether I discard my 
king of hearts or a club from the 


K-Q, South makes the rest of the 
tricks. 


Sometimes I discard the 


queen of clubs at trick four, 
hoping declarer won't realize 
I've unguarded the king. But 
South is a real smart cookie and 


invariably 
sees through my 


scheme. He nails the king and I 
wind up shelling out the same 
2,440 points. 


Now the fact is I can't afford 


to lose that many points on one 
deal — even though the stakes 
are nominal and the whole 
thing's only a dream — but I 
was wondering whether you can 
suggest any way for me to 
escape 
from 
this 
awful 


dilemma. I would appreciate it 
very much.

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Senate Narrowly Defeats 
Hruska Antitrust Offering

Washington (DPI) - The 


Senate defeated an amendment 
Tuesday which limited a stile's 
use of private attorneys in 
bringing antitrust and price- 
f«ing case on behalf of its 
citizens. 


No final volt on the antitrust 


reform bill, to wAich the amend- 
ment would have! been attached, 
is in sight. 


The amendment, by Sen. 


Roman Hrusib, R-Neb., 
prohibited state! from hiring 
outside lawyers on a contingen- 
cy fee basis. It was rejected 49 to 
42 and an effort to reconsider 
was killed 49 to42. 


Under the contingency fee 


concept, the outside attorney is 
•not paid unless !he or she wins 
the case. .The foe is based on a 
percentage of the damages 
recovered. 


The percentage fee was at- 


tacked as providing a million- 
dollar financial windfall for 


lawyers hired by states. Hruska 
maintained that lawyers should 
be paid on a flat fee basis for ac- 
tual work done regardless of the 
suit's outcome. 


After Hruska's amendment 


was rejected, the bill's main 
sponsor, Sen. Philip Hart, D- 
Mich., pledged that when the bill 
gets to a House-Senate con- 
ference committee to resolve' 
differences, he will work to 
prohibit outside attorneys from 
collecting a percentage fee. 


But Hart said states must be 


allowed to hire private attorneys 
and pay them contingent to win- 
ning the suit. Without this provi- 
sion, he said, the "vast majority 
of attorneys general offices that 
are understaffed and under- 
funded" would be prohibited 
from bringing class action an- 
titrust suits. 


Other sponsors said paying 


lawyers contingent to winning a 
case would guard against 
"frivolous" lawsuits. 


Hart failed twice to secure a 


unanimous consent agreement 
to get a vote on his compromise 
amendment to outlaw percen- 
tage fees but still allow the 
lawyers to be paid contingent to 
winning the suit. 


Hruska's amendment was 


originally tabled Friday, but con- 
servative opponents rallied 
enough support late Monday to 
revive the proposal and pass if. 
Rather than face certain defeat, 
sponsors of the bill were forced 
to recess the Senate and delay a 
vote until Tuesday in hopes of 
finding more "no" votes. 


Hart said opponents of the 


legislation were trying to portray 
the bill's sponsors as against big 
business and free enterprise. 
Instead, he said, the legislation 
is aimed "at the poison in- 
troduced into the free enterprise •' 
system by hard cdre price 
fixing."

With Houston 
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NEW YORK (API - John 
Lucas, the multi-talented ath­ 
lete from the Univ ersity of 
Mary land, signed a fiv e-y ear, no­ 
cut contract with the Houston 
Rockets Tuesday , moments after 
being the No. 1 pick in the 
National Basketball Association 
draft 
But the prized All-American 
guard, described by pro scouts as 
the top backcourt play er in the 
nation, also indicated he would 
sign a contract with a franchise 
in World Team Tennis nex t 
week. 
Lucas, in Houston, said via 
telephone during the NBA draft 
that he was negotiating with a 
WTT member, which he de­ 
clined to identify , and would 
make an attempt to play both 
sports professionally . 
While the Rockets were sign­ 
ing the highly -sought 6-foot-4 
Lucas, who averaged 18 .3 points 
a game for Mary land in four var­ 
sity seasons, the 17 other NBA 
teams were buzzing through the 
10-round draft, which was com­ 
pleted in just over two hours. 


Among the other first-round 
picks were All-Americans for­ 
ward Scott May of Indiana and 
Adrian Dantley of Notre Dame. 
May , the College Play er of the 
Year and a member of the U.S. 
Oly mpic squad, was the No. 2 
pick, going to the Chicago Bulls, 
the team with the worst record 
in the league last season. The 6-7 
May . who averaged 24 points per 
gam e for Indiana's national 
champions last season, was one 
of three Hoosiers chosen on the 
first round. 
The others were guards Quinn 
Buckner, another Oly mpian, by 
the Milwaukee Bucks, and Bob­ 
by Wilkerson, by the Seattle 
SuperSonics. 
Dantley , another member of 
the U.S. Oly mpic team who de­ 
cided to forego his final season 
of collegiate eligibility and turn 
pro, 
went 
to 
the 
Buffalo 
Brav es. He averaged 29 points a 
gam e for the Fighting Irish as a 
junior last season and has been 
called “ another Elgin Bay lor,” 
one of the NBA s ali-time great 
play ers. 
Also chosen on the first round 
were forward Richard Washing­ 
ton of UCLA, also a member of 
the college eligibility list, by the 
K ansas City K ings; center- 
forward Leon Douglas of Ala­ 
bama, by the Detroit Pistons; 
forward Wally Walker of Vir­ 
ginia, by the Portland Trail 
Blazers, and 7-0Robert Parish of 
Centenary , by the Golden State 
Warriors. 


Parish had been ex pected to 
be the No. 1 choice, by Atlanta, 
but the Hawks traded that pick, 
along with center Dwight Jones 
to Houston on Monday for cen­ 
ter Joe Meriweather, guard Gus 
Bailey and the Rockets’ first- 
round selection. 
After Golden State made Par­ 
ish the No. 8 pick. Atlanta took 
guard Armond Hill of Prince­ 
ton. Then guard Ron Lee went 
to Phoenix , Seattle grabbed 
W ilkerson, P hiladelphia se­ 
lected guard Terry Furlow of 
Michigan 
State, 
Washington 
had two straight choices and 
picked Oly mpic center Mitch 
Kupchak of North Carolina and 
guard Larry Wright of Grambl-

Boston Honors Its Champs 


BOSTON (UPI) — The world champion 
Boston Celtics Tuesday did what city 
leaders hav e not been able to do for the 
past two y ears: bring an air of harmony to 
this troubled city , if only briefly . 
An estimated 30,000 people forgot racial 
tensions which have 
div ided 
the 
city 
for months to line a two-mile ticker tape 
parade 
route 
between Boston Garden 
and City Hall Plaza honoring the Celtics’ 
13th National Basketball Association crown 
in 20 seasons. 
At City HaU another 30-50,000 fans were 
w aiting 
in th e sunny , red -b rick ed 
plaza—remembered by many as the site 
where black attorney Theodore Land- 
smark was beaten by white students during 
a protest ov er court-ordered school busing 
only months ago. 


“ You hav e won for a thousand different 
reasons In other arenas we hav en’t done so 
w ell,” May or Kevin H. White told the 
play ers as they stepped onto City HaU 
balcony to gaze ov er the sea of faces which 
erupted into deafening cheers 


“ W ere number one, W ere number 
one,” the crowd chanted as WTiite tried to 
quiet them to introduce the team members 
who flew in Monday night from Phoenix 
where they clinched the title ov er the Suns 
on Sunday , 
“ Today Boston honors the greatest 
coUection of athletes in the world,” White 
y elled through the microphone. 
White 
first 
presented 
an award to 
cigar chomping Celtics’ General Manager 
Red Auerbach, who he caUed “ the creator 
of the greatest dy nasty in sports history .” 


“ Ev ery time I’v e been up here I’v e had a 
great thrill,” said Auerbach, who has 
play ed an activ e role in aU 13 crowns as 
either coach or general manager. “ Today 
it’s the greatest thrill." 
Jo Jo White, dapper in his beige slacks, a 
matching v-neck sweater with no shirt and 
a straw plantation hat, looked to Celtics’ 
center Dav e Cowens and said, “ Dav e, it 
makes y ou want to fly .’’ 
Coach Tom Heinsohn, criticized by some 
for his court side tantrums, bellowed to 


the crowd in his chronically hoarse v oice, 
“ We’v e got a great, great basketball team 
here, and we re going to do it again nex t 
y ear." 


There 
was 
prolonged 
applause for 
Don Nelson, who has announced his retire­ 
ment earber this y ear “ It’s been 11 of the 
best y ears of my life," the former Universi­ 
ty of Iowa star said quietly . 


The cheering swelled for Jo Jo White, 
who sparkplugged the Celtics to the title, 
winning the Most Valuable Play er award 
along the way . “ I’d just like to say one 
thing,” he gnnned: “ HOW SWEET IT 
IS'" 
But the most enthusiastic eruption was 
sav ed for Captain John HavUcek, at 36 the 
old man of the team who spent more time 
with his injured foot in an ice bucket as he 
did on the play ing floor during the 
play offs.

Johnson Withdraws His Name 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Only hours 
before he might have become a pro, hours 
which could hav e cost him his college 
eligibility , UCLA junior forward Marques 
Johnson decided Tuesday to shoot for a 
better deal nex t y ear ami withdrew his 
nam e from the N ational Basketball 
Association * hardship” draft. 


The 6-foot-7 forward from Los Angeles 
said in an ex clusiv e interv iew with The 
Associated Press that an offer of nearly $1 
million ov er fiv e y ears by the American 
Basketball Association's Denv er Nuggets 
was withdrawn Monday and he decided to 
take his chances in the regular pro draft 
nex t y ear after graduation 


He had cited financial problems in 
seeking to leav e UCLA a y ear early and be 
placed on the NBA s “ undergraduate 
eligibility ” list, the so-cailed hardship list. 


Besides the Denv er deal, Johnson said 
he’d had a firm offer from the NBA s 
Detroit Pistons, but it wasn t enough to 
make him quit school a y ear early . 


Required to withdraw in writing, he was 


barely able to send a brief signed notice by 
a telephone copy ing dev ice just as the draft 
was getting under way in New York 


Johnson said the reason for the Nuggets' 
change in plans remains unclear. “ They 
didn’t really giv e any reason, but there was 
speculation it had something to do with 
their try ing to buy a franchise in the NBA. " 
the soft-spoken Johnson said, adding he 
was neither happy nor sad about the deci­ 
sion to withdraw his name. 


“ It's just the decision that had to be 
m ade,” be said, adding he is just as happy 
to play another y ear for UCLA. 


“ If there was no money inv olv ed, I 
would be stay ing in school any way ,” he 
said. 


Johnson and Rich Washington, both 
juniors this past season, had filed for 
eligbility for the NBA draft under the hard­ 
ship clause. Washington did not withdraw 
his application and was drafted No. 3 in the 
first round by the Kansas City Kings. 


The five-y ear Denv er deal included an 
undisclosed sum which Johnson said was 


“ somewhere near SI million. I'd like to get 
a comparable offer <nex t y ear),” he said, 
“ but there’s no guarantee of that. 


Johnson said if the deal had gone 
through he planned to finish college during 
the off-seasons, graduating in two or three 
y ears. Now, he said, the plan is to finish at 
UCLA nex t summer. 


“ W ere very very pleased,” said UCLA 
Coach Gene Bartow. 
“ Marques will 
graduate with his class. We hope it’s the 
right decision.” 


“ If I had a choice, y ou know, I d like to 
stay in Los Angeles,” Johnson said “ But 
it's really kind of an uncontrollable situ­ 
ation. If the (Los Angelesi Lakers really 
wanted me to play for them they could 
make some sort of mov e within a month or 
two of the draft nex t y ear, but that’s all 
speculation. 


“ I’v e talked with different people in the 
organization who have ex pressed an in­ 
terest. They would hav e to either buy or 
trade in order to obtain a high draft choice. 
If there’s the interest, it could be done.”

leagues is his coach at Arizona 
State, who takes the Sun Dev ils 
into the World Series this week­ 
end m Omaha. 
“ My adv ice . . 
would be to 
take him right up,” said Jim 
Brock, who has named Bannis­ 
ter to face riv al Arizona Satur­ 
day night. “ Not as the top man, 
but as No. 6 or 7 on a 10-man 
staff.” 
But Monday night, Bannister 
had said: “ I'v e talked to Hous­ 
ton about starting out in the 
major leagues and I don’t want 
to. I’d rather start out in the 
minor leagues and work my self 
up. 
“ I’v e seen too many cases of 
people starting out in the big 
leagues and it hurting them I’d 
like to start off low and build up 
my confidence ” 
Brock say s Bannister is an im­ 
proved pitcher ov er last season, 
when, as a sophomore, he was 
15-4 with a 1.66 earned run 
av erage in 157 innings. He was a 


first team All-American and led 
the nation in strikeouts, fanning 
217 batters. 
“ He’s much smarter this sea­ 
son," Brock said. “ He’s got great 
command of three pitches. His 
fastball is ov erpowering but he 
uses it less now. He only goes to 
it when he feels he has to. His 
curv eball is very good and his 
changeup is awesome.” 
This y ear, Bannister, who will 
be 2i on Thursday , pitched in 20 
games, winning 18 and losing 
one. He completed 15 games and 
had an ERA of 135 in 167 in­ 
nings. Again, he led the nation in 
strik eou ts—with 
19 5— and, 
again, he was named an All- 
American 
Arizona State, which sent such 
stars as Fteggie Jackson, Sal Ban- 
do and Rick Monday into the 
pros, offered another slugger to 
the major leagues, center fielder 
Ken Landreaux . 
The California Angels, select­ 
ing six th, grabbed the power- 
hitting Landreaux , who batted 


.413 with 47 home runs and 8 7 
runs batted in for the Sun Dev ils 
this season. Flay ing in all 70 of 
Arizona State's games, Land­ 
reaux never committed an error 
and led the team in stolen bases 
with 28 
Fhtoilers dominated the first- 
round action. 
After Houston went for Ban­ 
nister, the Detroit Tigers picked 
Pat Underwood, a lefthanded 
pitcher from Kokomo,

The marriage, like the superstars themselves, was outside a 


larger-than-life story so crammed with love, rage of jealous mates, 
farce and near-tragedy that no movie audience would ever swallow 
it. 


Yet it all happened! 
It was the kind of relationship in which Richard Burton got 


socked in the jaw in public by both his wives. 


Once Elizabeth became incensed because her husband had 


flirted,.or so she thought, with a pretty girl in a Los Angeles club. 
She left in a fury, fumed all night long and next day, still angry, 
went looking for him. She found him drinking with pals at the Polo 
Lounge of the posh Beverly Hills Hotel. In full view Of the movie 
celebrities who gather there daily, she drew back her clenched fist 
and delivered a roundhouse squarely on Burton's jaw. Then, her 
anger released, she kissed him tenderly. 


Sybil Burton, then married to Richard, attended a Hollywood 


New Year's party with her husband. At the stroke of midnight, she 
saw him take Elizabeth in his arms and kiss her. Sybil marched up 
to Burton and delivered a thirteenth stroke, her own, a sharp slap 
across his face which left a reddened imprint of every finger. Then 
she wheeled, left the room and went home.

studied English and Italian literature, prides himself on not having 
to resort to swear words. Elizabeth, however, can curse like a 
longshoreman. For years, he has been Hying to cure her of using 
four-letter words. One day, Elizabeth proudly told an acquaintance 
as Richard looked on: "You know, he has finally succeeded in 
making me stop using four-letter words." 


Said Richard: "She's quite right. I've cured her of that terrible 
habit." 


Said Elizabeth: "You bet your ass." 
Burton sighed. "Well anyway, that was a three-letter word." 
Each has a high degree of tolerance for the other's imperfec- 


tions. "Despite what you may believe," said Emlyn Williams, 
"their brink is much higher than that of most people." 


In a brief remark that summed up the key to their relationship. 


Burton defined love: "Love," he said, "is a high degree of 
tolerance carried almost to excess. If you love somebody really, tru- 
ly, and he or she turns out to be a murderer, you love that person 
despite everything. You love the faults as well as the things of 
which you are proud. And if one is intolerant, the other must be 
tolerant of that intolerance." 


'Accept, Love Faults' 


Elizabeth agreed. "There's no such thing as an ideal man or 


woman," she said. "We're all just too human to be ideal. It's the 
faults one has to accept and love ..." 


They loved deeply. Sometimes she would become tense and 


anxious, wondering if she would some day have to pay for the hap- 
piness she had with him, wondering what would happen to her if 
she lost him. 


Once she actually heard herself telling him: "If you get killed 


or die before me, I'll never speak to you again." 


For his part, Richard was enormously proud of her. Happily, 


he brought her to his home of Pontrhydyfen and introduced her to 
the gnarled Welshmen at the Miner's Arms, a small stone pub near 
the house in which Richard was born. 


A dart board, a staple in all pubs of the British Isles, hung on 


one wall, across the room from the bar. Young Burton had been an 
expert at the game. After introducing Elizabeth to the townsfolk, 
he told her proudly of his skill. 


"How do you do it?" she asked, picking up a dart. "Like this?" 


She tossed it 15 feet, striking the bull's eye dead center. The entire 
pub rocked with applause, Burton leading 


"Say," he howled above the tumult, "didn't I pick myself a 


talented wife?" Then, as everyone watched, he kissed her full on 
the lips. Elizabeth blushed and Richard ordered drinks for the 
house. 


A woman patron who was there recalled: "That's Richie for 


you. A good lad. I remember him when he spoke only Welsh, not a 
word of English. Aye, and he's still a good lad and married such a 
fine, fine lady." 


Burtons Are Rich 


Elizabeth Taylor and Richard Burton are rich — very rich. 
"They say we generate more business activity than one of the 


smaller African nations," Richard explained. 


And Elizabeth added. "Perhaps, not so small''" 
When they are living together the couple's combined wealth 


exceeds $30 million. Her fortune is estimated at upwards of $20 
million, his at $10 million plus. The Taylor-Burton joint yearly in- 
come is about $3 million. Expenditures, however, often surpass 
that staggering sum, and despite the couple's great riches they 
often find themselves short of cash. 


"Seventy-five percent of our income goes before we see it." 


Richard said. "We ijeed so many people to help us and they need to 
be paid. For example, we need four guards to watch the villa or 
someone will try to crawl over the wall to photograph us in the 
lavatory." 


Annually, the Burtons contribute more than $1 million to 


charities — and not all tax exempt. A great many contributions 
have been made in Great Britain where tax write-offs are difficult 
to come by, but this hasn't discouraged the couples philanthropy. 
While accountants rant and pound the table. Elizabeth says sweet- 
ly, "Donations give me such a warm glow in my private parts, so 
why stop to worry about deductions?" 


A great part of Elizabeth's wealth resides in her red leather 


jewel boxes. Among her favorite gems are: 


• The Cartier-Burton diamond is the piece de resistance of the 


collection. It weighs 69.42 carats and is considered to be the world's 
most expensive single bit of jewelry ever placed in auction. 
Elizabeth desperately wanted it and bid $1 million. But she was 
outbid by the Cartier's jewelry firm. Soon after the sale, however. 


Richard went to ihe new owner and purchased the perfect precious 
stone as a present lor his wife. (Onassis had considered buying it as 
a wedding gift for Jackie.) 


• The 32-carat Krupp diamond that has been appraised at 


SHOO.000 It comes from the estate of Vera Krupp, the ex-wife of the 
German munitions magnate. Elizabeth, who is extremely fond of 
the diamond, said: "It's so nice that a little Jewish girl owns it 
now." 


• On Elizabetn's 40th birthday Richard _gave her a heart- 


shaped pendant that once belonged to Shah Jehan who built the Taj 
Mahal. It is valued at $100.000 and is inscribed: "Eternal love 'till 
death." 


• The Ping-Pong diamond weighs less than a quarter of a carat 


and is worth about $35, but Elizabeth treasures it. Richard bought 
it with earnings he won from a ping-pong game. 


Both Elizabeth and Richard delighted in thrusting presents 


upon each other. Elizabeth explained: "We get such great pleasure 
out of spending money. So why not enjoy it?" 


In addition to the fabulous gems, the presents have included: 
• A white hand-built Panther automobile that cost $25,000. 


Burton gave it to his wife last Christmas. 


• Her present to him was a helicopter that cost more than $50,- 


000. 


• Richard gave his wife a twin-jet airplane. Cost: $1 million. 


Contents: Ultra-modern kitchen, lounge, bar. built-in movie projec- 
tor. Name: Naturally, it was called. "Elizabeth." 


• Three Rolls-Royces: white, grey and green. 
Elizabeth, the daughter of a very knowledgeable art dealer. 


knows a great deal about paintings and owns many rare canvasses. 
The .multi-million dollar collection contains original paintings by 
Van Gogh. Monet, Renoir. Modigliani. Roualt. Utrillo. Degas'. 
Pissarro. 


Richard has said that his paintings are on the pound notes he 


has given his family: All his immediate relations have received 
equal sums from Burton and he has helped them to purchase their 
own homes. He has given each of them an automobile and issued 
pensions to all of retiring age. The contributions have run into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


The Burtons have provided extravagantly for their children. 


Sizable trust funds have been set up for Elizabeth's four children: 


Michael Jr.. Christopher. Liza. Maria; and lor KiclianJ s 'wo 
daughters: Kate and Jessica. Lixa already has more than a million 
dollars.

His Old Ball Boy Surprises Ashe 


PARIS (AP) — Arthu r Ashe 
said he gorged his old Bu dapest 
baU boy on ju nk food for as long 
as he cou ld get away with it. 
When Balacs Taroczy’s Hu n­ 
garian revolt came Tu esday, it 
was too late for the world's No. 1 
player to change tactics and 
Ashe was ou sted from the 
French Open Tennis Tou rna­ 
ment. 
Taroczy, a 22-year-old politi­ 
cal science stu dent whom Ashe 
remembered when he served as 
ball boy for him in 1963, tu rned 
the loss of the first two "ju nk 
food' sets into a q u arter-final 
berth in the 1210,000 tou rna­ 
ment, serving mu rderou sly and 
hitting enou gh 
sharp 
back 
hands to beat Ashe 5-7, 2-6, 6-4, 
6-0, 6-4. 


Two other Americans, Harold 
Solomon of Silver Spring, Md., 
and Eddie Dibbs of Miami, 
joined Taroczy, Rau l Ramirez of 
Mexico and Gu illermo Vilas of 
A rgentina in m aking the 
q u arters. Solomon beat Brian 
Gottfried of Fort Lau derdale, 
Fla., 1-6, 7-5, 6-3, 6-2, Dibbs won 
over Wojtek Fibak of Poland 76, 
5-7, 6-3, 6-4, Ramirez eliminated 
Bernard Mignot of Belgiu m 6-2, 
6-1, 6-1 and Vilas beat Corrado 
Barzu tti of Italy 6-2, 62, 6-3. 
Ashe won the first two sets 
playing a coy, chopping, lobbing 
game on the red clay at Roland 
Garros Stadiu m, heated in the 
hard su n to above 90 degrees. 
Taroczy charged the soft stu ff 
at first, hitting it too hard or 
volleying into the net, Ashe's 


idea was to circu mvent the edge 
he u su ally loses in his serve-and- 
volley game on the slower clay 
su rface. 
"The ju nk was working,” Ashe 
said afterwards “Then he got 
u sed to it. I fou nd myself in a 
q u andary abou t what to do. My 
approach shots were fou led u p 
and I was hitting three yards 
long all the time. He ju st got 
u sed to the ju nk diet and by the 
time I started mixing it u p, 
trying to hit harder, go for the 
net, it was too late. I thou ght he 
was a cou nter-pu ncher, bu t he 
tu rned ou t to be a hitter, too." 
It was Taroczy’s second big 
u pset of the tou rnament. On 
Su nday he had knocked ou t Jan 
Kodes of Czechoslovakia in 
straight sets, and he said he 


came u p against Ashe "withou t 
any complexes. 
"Bu t I didn’t think I cou ld 
really win after the first two 
sets. I felt very tired and I ju st 
said to myself, ‘Let s see what 
happens.' I don’t really think 
Ashe tried very hard in the third 
set, bu t it was a time when I 
don’t remember too mu ch. 
"I felt mu ch better in the last 
two. I was attacking harder. All 
those lobs that I missed at first 
seemed so easy then. Before I 
cou ldn’t get diem, then they 
were easy to hit.’’ 
The tu rnarou nd came in the 
third set that drifted from the 
Hu ngarian's memory. Ashe won 
the first game, then Taroczy 
ripped off five in a row, slu gging 
backhands and getting two of his 


seven service aces Ashe reacted, 
thou gh, breaking throu gh in the 
eighth game and making the 
score 4-5 with a deep backhand 
winner. Bu t Taroczy had the 
momentu m. He took the last 
game to 464) and then closed the 
set with an ace.

The magazine had u sed a pictu re of Namath and an article 
pu blished on the 1969 Su per Bowl Game in advertisements 
promoting su bscriptions. 
The Cou rt of Appeals handed down its decision withou t an 
opinion. 


Pair Appeals Coaches Limit 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) - Two 
University of Alabama assistant coaches 
filed a su it in federal cou rt Tu esday, 
seeking to overtu rn an NCAA ru le limiting 
the size of coaching staffs. 


Assistant football coach Du de Hennessey’ 
and assistant basketball coach Wendell 
Hu dson filed the class-action su it, saying 
abou t 420 assistant coaches across the na­ 
tion wou ld be affected by the ru le change. 


Ten months ago, the NCAA voted to 
limit coaching staffs to eight assistants for 
football and two for basketball, effective 
Au g. 1. 


The su it hopes to prove the NCAA 


violated constitu tional rights to eq u al 
protection u nder the law and du e process 
of law. Also, the su it said the new ru le 
violates federal and state antitru st laws. 


The two assistant coaches said they have 
been told by the u niversity that they wou ld 
be cu t from coaching staffs if the ru le 
chang goes into effect 


The su it contends Hu dson and 
Hennessey "are being deprived of their 
employment as assistant coaches of the u n­ 
iversity and their rights to earn a living and 
pu rsu e 
employment 
in their chosen 
profession have been impaired, hindered 
and restrained " 
Also, the su it said, if the plaintiffs are 


removed from their cu rrent positions they 
will lose salary and “valu able retirement 
rights, annu ity rights, bonu s rights, in­ 
su rance coverage and other fringe bene­ 
fits.” 


The su it is to be heard by U.S. District 
Cou rt Ju dge Sam Pointer Last su mmer 
Pointer presided in Alabama football 
Coach Pau l ‘Bear” Bryant’s su it against 
the NCAA which attempted to overtu rn the 
collegiate sports organization’s limits on 
football and basketball sq u ad sizes.

Orr had been expected to 
decide Tu esday whether to join 
the Hawks, the St Lou is Blu es 
or take a one-year retirement. 
Eagleson said the decision to be 
made now is whether to join the 
Hawks or retire forever 
"He will not join any other 
team bu t the Chicago Black 
Hawks. However, Bobby will 
enter hospital in Toronto 
Wednesday for another exami­ 


nation of his knee He may need 
a sixth operation and he may 
never play hockey again.’’ 
Eagleson said. 
"Both the Bru ins and the 
Hawks know this and this is an

Campbell, who despite his expressed inten­ 
tion of retirement will stay on u ntil a 
prospect can be agreed u pon. 


There was no definitive action taken with 
regard to the California Seals, who Have 
sou ght to move to another city since plans 
of owner Mel Swig were voted down to 
bu ild a new home in downtown San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Bu t Campbell insisted at a news con­ 
ference, "The Seals will operate someplace 
in 197677. Where, or u nder whose au s­ 
pices, I can't say becau se I don’t know."

"He found me in Washington 


I was directing an art show in 
Yakima and Mel was announ- 
cing a rodeo nearby I asked him 
to announce my show Thats 
when be told me about the 
movie ' 


Producer Michael Douglas' 


brother Joe flew to Washington 
to confer with Sampson and 
recognized bis obvious 


qualifications Sampson read the 
Ken Kesey book and agreed to 
sign on — "I always like new 
projects ' 


Sampson is a full-blooded 


Creek, proud of his heritage but 
far from a zealot He declined to 
echo the Brandovian line about 
how miserably Indians have 
been portrayed on the screen 


' That s something that is 


past," he commented "It can be 
corrected in the future Indians 
laugh at how they are shown in 
movies They know it isn't true 
so they don t take it seriously ' 


Nor is he militant about the 


fact that until recent times 
major Indian roles were usually

NEW YORK (AP) - John 


Lucas, the multi-talented ath- 
lete from the University of 
Maiyland, signed a five-year, no- 
cut contract with the Houston 
Rockets Tuesday, moments after 
being the No. 1 pick in the 
National Basketball Association 
draft. 


But the prized AU-Aroerican 


guard, described by pro scouts as 
the top backcourt player in the 
nation, also indicated he would 
sign a contract with a franchise 
in World Team Tennis nest 
week. 


Lucas, in Houston, said via 


telephone during the NBA draft 
that he was negotiating with a 
WTT member, which he de- 
clined to identify, and would 
make an attempt to play both 
sports professionally. 


While the Rockets were sign- 


ing the highly-sought 6-foot-4 
Lucas, who averaged 18.3 points 
a game for Maryland in four var- 
sity seasons, the 17 other NBA 
teams were buzzing through the 
10-round draft, which was com- 
pleted in just over two hours. 


Among the other first-round 


picks were AU-Americans for- 
ward Scott May of Indiana and 
Adrian Dantley of Notre Dame. 
May, the College Player of the 
Year and a member of the U.S. 
Olympic squad, was the No. 2 
pick, going to the Chicago Bulls, 
the team with the wont record 
in the league last season. The 6-7 
May, who averaged 24 points per 
game for Indiana's national 
champions last season, was one 
of three Hoosiers chosen on the 
first round. 


The others were guards Quinn 


Buckner, another Olympian, by 
the Milwaukee Bucks, and Bob- 
by WUkenon, by the Seattle 
SuperSonics. 


Dantley, another member of 


the U.S. Olympic team who de- 
cided to forego hit final season 
of collegiate eligibility and torn 
pro, 
went to the Buffalo 


Braves. He averaged tt points a 
game for the Fighting Irish as a 
junior last Kaon and IMS been 
called "another Elgin Baylor," 
one of the NBA's all-time great 
players. 


Also chosen on the first round 


were forward Richard Washing- 
ton of UCLA, abo a member of 
the college eligibility list, by the 
Kansas City Kings; center- 
forward Leon Douglas of Ala- 
bama, by the Detroit Pistons; 
forward Watty Walker of Vir- 
ginia, by the Portland Trail 
Blazers, and 7-0 Robert Parish of 
Centenary, by the Golden State 
Warriors. 


Parish had been expected to 


be the No. 1 choice, by Atlanta, 
but the Hawks traded that pick, 
along with center Dwight Jones 
to Houston on Monday for cen- 
ter Joe Meriweather, guard Gus 
Bailey and the Rockets' first- 
round selection. 


After Golden State made Par- 


ish the No. 8 pick, Atlanta took 
guard Armond Hill of Prince- 
ton. Then guard Ron Lee went 
to Phoenix, Seattle grabbed 
Wilkerson, Philadelphia se- 


vfected guard Terry Furlow of 
Michigan State, Washington 
had two straight choices and 
picked Olympic center Mitch 
Kupchak of North Carolina and 
guard Larry Wright of Grambl- 
ing, Cleveland selected guard 
Chuckle Williams of Kansas 
State, Boston's champion Celt- 
ics took forward Norm Cook of 
Kansas and Golden State chose 
forward Sonny Parker of Texas 
A*M. 


The Lakers' first choice was 


forward Earl Tatum of Mar- 
quette. 


Meanwhile, the nation's lead- 


ing scorer last season, guard 
Marshall Rogers of Pan Ameri- 
can University, wasn't chosen 
until the last pick in the final 
round, by Golden State, and All- 
American forward Phil Sellers of 
Rutgers lasted until the third 
round, when he was taken by 
Detroit. 


Other noteworthy choices in- 


cluded forward Robert Gray of 
Wichita State and the brother of 
Seattle's Leonard Gray, by the 
SuperSonics; Marcus Leite of 
Pepperdine and Brazil's na- 
tional team, by Portland on the 
final round, and guard Ken 
Smith of San Diego State, the 
last player among the 176 se- 
lected, by Golden State.

Tuesday in a rally to honor the Celtics for winning the 
Boston Honors Its Champs 


BOSTON (UPI) - The world champion 


Boston Celtics Tuesday did what city 
leaders have not been able to do for the 
past two years: bring an air of harmony to 
this troubled city, if only briefly. 


An estimated 30,000 people forgot racial 


tensions which have divided the city 
for months to line a two-mile ticker tape 
parade route between Boston Garden 
and City Hall Plaza honoring the Celtics' 
13th National Basketball Association crown 
in 20 seasons. 


At City Hall another 30^0,000 fans were 


waiting in the sunny, red-bricked 
plaza—remembered by many as the site 
where black attorney Theodore Land- 
smark was beaten by white students during 
a protest over court-ordered school busing 
only months ago. 


"You have won for a thousand different 


reasons. In other arenas we haven't done so 
well," Mayor Kevin H. White told the 
players as they stepped onto City Hall 
balcony to gaze over the sea of faces which 
erupted into deafening cheers. 


"We're number one, We're number 


one," the crowd chanted as White tried to 
quiet them to introduce the team members 
who flew in Monday night from Phoenix 
where they clinched the title over the Suns 
on Sunday. 


"Today Boston honors the greatest 


collection of athletes in the world," White 
yelled through the microphone. 


White first presented an award to 


cigar chomping Celtics' General Manager 
Red Auerbach, who he called "the creator 
of the greatest dynasty in sports history." 


"Everytime I've been up here I've had a

saved for Captain John Havlicek, at 36 the 
old man of the team who spent more time 
with his injured foot in an ice bucket as he 
did on the playing floor during the 
playoffs. 


"This year we're number one, we had 
injuries, new personnel. But we had 
togetherness," Havlicek said. 


Johnson Withdraws His Name 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Only hours 


before he might have become a pro, hours 
which could have cost him his college 
eligibility, UCLA junior forward Marques 
Johnson decided Tuesday to shoot for a 
better deal next year and withdrew his 
name from the National Basketball 
Association "hardship" draft. 


The fr-foot-7 forward from Los Angeles 


said in an exclusive interview with The 
Associated Press that an offer of nearly f 1 
million over five years by the American 
Basketball Association's Denver Nuggets 
was withdrawn Mondayand he decided to 
take his chances in the regular pro draft 
next year after graduation. 


He had cited financial problems in 


seeking to leave UCLA a year early and be 
placed on the NBA's "undergraduate 
eligibility" list, the sc-called hardship list 


Besides the Denver deal, Johnson said 


he'd had a firm offer from the NBA's 
Detroit Pistons, but it wasn't enough to 
make him quit school a year early. 


Required to withdraw in writing, he was 


barely able to send a brief signed notice by 
a telephone copying device just as the draft 
was getting under way in New York. 


Johnson said the reason for the Nuggets' 


change in plans remains unclear. "They 
didn't really give any reason, but there was 
speculation it had something to do with 
their trying to buy a franchise in the NBA," 
the soft-spoken Johnson said, adding he 
was neither happy nor sad about the deci- 
sion to withdraw his name. 


"It's just the decision that had to be 


made," be said, adding he is just as happy 
to play another year for UCLA. 


"If there was no money involved, I 


would be staying 'in school anyway," he 
said. 


Johnson and Rich Washington, both 


juniors this past season, had filed for 
eligbility for the NBA draft under the hard- 
ship clause. Washington did not withdraw 
his application and was drafted No. 3 in the 
first round by the Kansas City Kings. 


The five-year Denver deal included an 


undisclosed sum which Johnson said was 


"somewhere near $1 million. I'd like to get 
a comparable offer (next year)," he said, 
-"but there's no guarantee of that." 


Johnson said if the deal had gone 


through he planned to finish college during 
the off-seasons, graduating in two or three 
years. Now, he said, the plan is to finish at 
UCLA next summer. 


"We're very very pleased," said UCLA 


•Coach Gene Bartow. "Marques will 
graduate with his class. We hope it's the 
right decision." 


"If I had a choice, you know, I'd like to 


stay in Los Angeles," Johnson said. "But 
it's really kind of an uncontrollable situ- 
ation. If the (Los Angeles) Lakers really 
wanted me to play for them they could 
make some sort of move within a month or 
two of the draft next year, but that's all 
speculation. 


"I've talked with different people in the 


organization who have expressed an in- 
terest. They would have to either buy or 
trade in order to obtain a high draft choice. 
If there's the interest, it could be done."

When Balacs Tarooy's Hun- 
garian revolt came Tuesday, it 
was too late for the world's No. 1 
player to change tactics and 
Ashe was ousted from the 
French Open Tennis Tourna- 
ment. 


Taroczy, a 22-year-old politi- 


cal science student whom Ashe 
remembered when he served as 
ball boy for Mm in 1963, turned 
the lou of the first two "junk 
food" sets into a quarter-final 
berth in the $210,000 tourna- 
ment, serving murderously and 
hitting enough sharp back 
hands to beat Ashe 5-7, 24, M, 
M,M. 


Two other Americans, Harold 


Solomon of Silver Spring, Md., 
and Eddie Dibbs of Miami, 
joined Taroczy, Raul Ramirez of 
Mexico and Gulllermo Vila* of 
Argentina in making the 
quarters. Solomon beat Brian 
Gottfried of Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., 1-6,7-5,8-3,8-2, Dibbs won 
over Wojtek Fibak of Poland 76, 
5-7, 6-3,6-4, Ramirez eliminated 
Bernard Mignot of Belgium 6-2, 
6-1, 6-1 and Vilas beat Corrado 
Barzutti of Italy 6-2,62,6-3. 


Ashe won the first two sets 


playing a coy, chopping, lobbing 
game on the red clay at Roland 
Garros Stadium, heated in the 
hard sun to above 90 degrees. 


Taroczy charged the soft stuff 


at first, hitting it too hard or 
volleying into the net. Ashe's 


idea was to circumvent the edge 
he usually loses in his serve-and- 
volley game on the slower clay 
surface. 


"The junk was working," Ashe 


said afterwards. "Then he got 
used to it. I found myself in a 
quandary about what to do. My 
approach shots were fouled up 
and I was hitting three yards 
long all the time. He just got 
used to the junk diet and by the 
'time I started mixing it up, 
trying to hit harder, go for the 
net, it was too late. I thought he 
was a counter-puncher, but he 
turned out to be a hitter, too." 


It was Taroczy's second big 


upset of the tournament. On 
Sunday he had knocked out Jan 
Kodes of Czechoslovakia in 
straight sets, and he said he 


came up against Ashe "without 
any complexes. 


'.'But I didn't think I could 


really win after the first two 
sets. I felt very tired and I just 
said to myself, 'Let's see what 
happens.' I don't really think 
Ashe tried very hard in the third 
set; but it was a time when I 
don't remember too much. 


"I felt much better in the last 


two. I was attacking harder. All 
those lobs that I missed at first 
seemed so easy then. Before I 
couldn't get them, then they 
were easy to hit." 


The turnaround came in the 


third set that drifted from the 
Hungarian's memory. Ashe won 
the first game, then Taroczy 
ripped off five in a row, slugging 
backhands and getting two of his 


seven service aces Ashe reacted, 
though, breaking through in the 
eighth game and making the 
score 4-5 with a deep backhand 
winner. But Taroczy had the 
momentum. He took the last 
game to 40-0 and then closed the 
set with an ace. 


The Hungarian dissected Ashe 


in the fourth set, leaving him 
only crumbs enough for eight 
points. The last set began with 
Ashe in the same situation that 
Bjorn Borg had found himself 
the day before—winning the first 
two sets, then losing two and 
having to fight back against a 
gathering force. Francois Jauf- 
fret, the 34-yearold Frenchman, 
cracked before Borg, 20. And it 
was Ashe, 32, who bent before a 
player 10 years younger.

Pair Appeals Coaches Limit 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) - Two 


University of Alabama assistant coaches 
filed a suit in federal court Tuesday, 
seeking to overturn an NCAA rule limiting 
the size of coaching staffs. 


Assistant football coach Dude Hennessey 


and assistant basketball coach Wendell 
Hudson filed the class-action suit, saying 
about 420 assistant coaches across the na- 
tion would be affected by the rule change. 


Ten months ago, the NCAA voted to 


limit coaching staffs to eight assistants for 
football and two for basketball, effective 
Aug. 1. 


The suit hopes to prove the NCAA 


violated constitutional rights to equal 
protection under the law and due process 
of law. Also, the suit said the new rule 
violates federal and state antitrust laws. 


The two assistant coaches said they have 


been told by the university that they would 
be cut from coaching staffs if the rule 
chang goes into effect. 


The suit contends Hudson and 


Hennessey "are being deprived of their 
employment as assistant coaches of the un- 
iversity and their rights to earn a living and 
pursue employment 
in their chosen 


profession have been impaired, hindered 
and restrained." 


Also, the suit said, if the plaintiffs are 


removed from their current positions they 
will lose salary and "valuable retirement 
rights, annuity rights, bonus rights, in- 
surance coverage and other fringe bene- 
fits." 


The suit is to be heard by U.S. District 


Court Judge Sam Pointer. Last summer 
Pointer presided in Alabama football 
Coach Paul "Bear" Bryant's suit against 
the .NCAA which attempted to overturn the 
collegiate sports organization's limits on 
football and basketball squad sizes.

New York —Renting a 
camper or travel-trailer this 
summer0 Don't fail to call your 
insurance agent, to see whether 
you're covered. The odds are 
that your present auto policy will 
extend to the rented vehicle 
without any extra charge — but 
policies vary. Some points to 
check; 
—Who can drive the rented 
camper? In some cases, you, 
your spouse, and the teenage 
drivers in your family may be 
covered. But the insurance may 
not extend to a friend who's 
traveling with you and takes a 


turn at the wheel. In other 
policies he may be included. 
—How extensive is the 
coverage? If you've canceled 
collision and comprehensive in­ 
surance on your automobile, you 
won t have it for a rented 
camper, or trailer either. In that 
case, the rental agent would 
probably insist that you plug the 
gap by buying collision and com­ 
prehensive from him. In some 
cases, physical-damage in­ 
surance is part of the rental 
package and included in the 
price. 
—How long will the coverage 
last0 Your auto policy extends to

rented campers only as long as 
they're not for ‘ regular-’ use. If 
you plan to keep the camper for 
a while, ask your agent what his 
company means by “ regular. 


—What if you rent or borrow 
the vehicle from a friend0 Both 
you and he should check with 


your agents, to see what's 
covered. 
If you buy a trailer instead of 
renting one. it normally will be 
covered under your automobile 
liability and medical-payments 
policies at no extra charge. So 
will the kind of camper designed 
to be attached to a pickup truck. 
But call your agent as soon as 
you’ve decided to buy, to be sure 
it’s covered and to get it proper­ 
ly listed as an insured vehicle. If 
you want collision and com­ 
prehensive coverage on the 
trailer, you’ll probably have to 
pay something extra. 
Typically, the liability 


coverage and medical-payments 
coverage applies to the trailer 
only as long as it’s hitched to 
your car. If someone steps out of 
the trailer while it’s sitting 
detached in the yard, and breaks 
his leg, auto coverage won’t 
pick up the medical bill 
(although your homeowner's 


policy might). The homeowner's 
policy might also give you liabili­ 
ty coverage for the “layup'’ 
months — check this with your 
agent. But your collision and 
comprehensive policies should 
apply whether the trailer is 
hitched up or detached. 


Buying a motorhome is a 
different proposition. Here, you 
must buy separate insurance 
rather than look to your auto 
policy for coverage. You'll 
probably get a lower rate if you 
insure with the company that 
already writes your auto 
business. At Allstate, for exam­ 
ple, current auto policyholders 
can insure a motorhome for 75 
percent of the cost of their 
regular automobile. If you insure 
only a motorhome with Allstate, 
you’ll pay the regular 
automobile rates.

House Committee OKs 
$106 Billion For Defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Citing 


concern over the Soviets’ 
nuclear missile strength, the 
House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee approved a record $106- 
billion defense bill Tuesday. 
The committee rejected 


Senate efforts to cut back 
spending on the controversial B1 
bomber, a Trident submarine 
long-range missile and another 
nuclear aircraft carrier. 
The committee approved’ 


President Ford’s full $2.8-billion 
request for the Trident sub­ 
marine and $1.5-billion request 
for the B1 bomber. The Senate 
had sought to cut $600 million 
for the missile and a $350-million 
advance for a nuclear aircraft 
carrier. 


The $106-billion bill for the 


fiscal year starting Oct. 1 is only 
$814 million below Ford’s 
request, the smallest cut in a 
decade. Cuts had ranged near $5 
billion in recent years. 
The full House is to act on the 


bill next week. 


The committee chopped 


$101 4 million off Ford’s request 
for intelligence funds but, as 
always, refused to say how much 
money for intelligence agencies 
is hidden among the defense 
items in the bill. 
The committee said that until 


present reorganization deter­ 
mines the future of U.S. in­ 
telligence, Congress should fund 
only “vital intelligence activities 
(which) will not result in major 
new commitments." 


On the B1 bomber, the com­ 
mittee rejected 26 to 15 an 
amendment by Rep. Joseph P. 
Addabbo, D-N.Y., to prohibit

The other amendment sought 


to postpone for a year a $350- 
million advance for another 
nuclear aircraft carrier 
requested by President Ford. It 
was defeated 22 to 16. 
Opponents said the one-year 


delay would add $200 million to 
the anticipated $2 5 billion coat 
of the aircraft carrier because of 
inflation. 


The $106-billion defense bill 


includes $29.3 billion for 
weapons and hardware procure­ 
ment, $10.7 billion for research 
and development, $34 billion for 
personnel and $32 billion for 
operations and maintenance

Washington (U PI) — The 
Nixon White House made an ef­ 
fort in March 1972 to discredit 
columnist Jack Anderson by 
drugging him so he would 
appear incoherent during a 
public appearance, it was dis­ 
closed Tuesday. 
E Howard Hunt, subsequent­ 
ly convicted in the Watergate 
breakin. lunched with a retired 
CIA physician at a Washington 
restaurant a stone's throw from 
the White House in hopes of ob­ 
taining a hallucinogenic drug for 
the project 
Details of the attempt to dis- 
credit Anderson — who 
aroused administration ire by 
publishing secret White House 
transcripts revealing President 
Nixons “ tilt" in favor of 
Pakistan in the Indo-Pakistan 
warof 1971 — were published by 
the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence in a special supple­ 
ment to its final report 
The project was dropped after 
it was determined to be imprac­ 
tical. 


The Intelligence Committee 
report denied a Washington Post 
report bv Bob Woodward, Sept. 
21. 1975.' that the White House 
actually attempted to assassinate 
Anderson. 
“The committee staff," the 
report said, “ has found no 
evidence of a plan to assassinate 
Jack Anderson " 
Hunt acted, the report said, 
after he was summoned by 
presidential aide Charles Colson, 
whose logbook showed he met 
Hunt March 14, 1972. 
Colson testified to the Senate 
committee he was asked "many 
times" by President Nixon to 
discredit Anderson although 
Nixon did not specifically 
suggest drugging 
Senate investigators also spoke 
with the doctor, unnamed in the 
report, who said Nov. 7, 1975 
“ I was asked if I could help 
them provide behavior altering 
medication to an individual, un­ 
identified, and in no way could I 
detect of whom they were 
speaking. I said I could not. I had 


retired in 1971 
. . . I had no 
access to any kind of medicines. 
So 1 did not provide it," 
Hunt, who worked with con­ 
victed Watergate burglar G. Gor­ 
don Liddy on the project, also 
considered spreading a drug on 
the steering wheel of Anderson's 
car, according to the report. 
The two decided this might 
not work in winter because 
Anderson would wear gloves, 
while in summer the moisture 
on his palms might prevent ab­ 
sorption. 
They decided against breaking 
into Anderson's house to place a 
drug in a medicine bottle. They 
decided it would be impractical 
to place a pill in a cocktail 
because Anderson did not drink, 
the report said 
Like Winston Churchill 
“ I feel rather like Winston 
Churchill," Anderson told UPI 
in a telephone interview “ There 
is nothing quite as exhilarating 
as being shot at and missed!" 
The columnist said he was 
considering taking legal action.

B\ United Press International 
A Nebraska Insurance Depart­ 
ment attorney said Tuesday a se­ 
cond hearing may be held on a 
rewritten version of proposed 
rules and regulations designed to

Jam es Valdez said the 
proposed regulations up for an 
initial hearing May 12 are being 
revised on the basis of testimony 
received during the hearing and 
written comments that have 
followed. 
The bulk of the changes, he 
said, are little more than 
revisions 
However, he said the subject 


matter and the changes appear 
to warrant another hearing, 
possibly next month 
“ We’ve received a lot of 
written comments since the 
hearing, and after we make the 
changes, we would like to be 
sure everybody has had an op­ 
portunity’ to comment." Valdez 
said 
“ This is an important issue 
and we don’t want to move 
hastily,” he added 
The rules and regulations 
would generally prohibit in­ 
surance companies 
from 
refusing coverage or benefits 
solely on the basis of sex or 
marital status. They would not 
cover rates 
Valdez told UPI earlier while 


some have raised the rate ques­ 
tion. Insurance Department ef­ 
forts in that area would be 
something to consider at some 
time in the future. He said State 
Insurance Director E Benjamin 
Nelson was researching that 
question through the National 
Organization of State Insurance 
Directors. 


One of the questions raised 
during the hearing was whether 
the proposed rules and 
regulations were within the 
department's scope of authority 
as spelled out in Nebraska laws 
Valdez said generally the “ rule 
is within our authority” and in­ 
dicated some of the revisions 
were designed to make sure it is.

$4 9,000

The Lancaster County Board 
appropriated another $49,000 to 
the financially pressed sheriff's 
office Tuesday so the depart­ 
ment could pay its employes. 
Just two weeks ago die board 
transferred $25,995 to the 
sheriff’s office. 
County Board Chairman 
Bruce Hamilton wasn't too 
pleased that the board had to 
bail the sheriff out so soon after 
the last emergency appropria­ 
tion 
“What’s the purpose of having 
a budget?” Hamilton asked. 
County Fiscal Officer Elmer 
Cheek explained the $25,995 
request was needed because 
many county salaries were 
raised last fall in an effort to 
match a 10'/ wage hike granted 
city employes. 
The main reason another $49,- 
000 is needed, Cheek said, is 
because the sheriff is having to 
pay out a lot more money to 
house county prisoners in the 
city jail and at the State Peniten­ 
tiary. 
Last year the county ear­ 
marked $90,000 to cover the cost 
of housing prisoners in the jails 
for a full year. 
However, the county already 
has spent $143,673. Cheek said.

House Committee OKs 
$106 Billion For Defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Citing 


concern over the Soviets' 
nuclear missile strength, the 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee approved a record $106- 
billion defense bill Tuesday. 


The committee rejected 


Senate efforts to cut back 
spending on the controversial Bl 
bomber, a Tndait submarine 
long-range missile and another 
nuclear aircraft carrier. 


The committee approved' 


President Ford's full 12.8-billion 
request for the Trident sub- 
marine and $1.5-billion request 
for the Bl bomber. The Senate 
had sought to cut $600 million 
for the missile and a 1350-million 
advance for a nuclear aircraft 
carrier. 


The 1106-bilJion bill for the 


fiscal year starting Oct. 1 is only 
$814 million below Ford's 
request, the smallest cut in a 
decade. Cuts had ranged near $5 
billion in recent years. 


The full House is to act on the 


bill next week. 


The committee chopped 


$1014 million off Ford's request 
for intelligence funds but, as 
always, refused to say how much 
money for intelligence agencies 
is hidden among the defense 
items in the bill. 


The committee said that until 


present reorganization deter- 
mines the future of U.S. in- 
telligence, Congress should fund 
only "vital intelligence activities 
(which) will not result in major 
new commitments " 


On the Bl bomber, the com- 


mittee rejected 26 to 15 an 
amendment by Rep. Joseph P. 
Addabbo, D-N.Y., to prohibit

delay would add $200 million to 
the anticipated $2 5 billion cost 
of the aircraft carrier because of 
inflation. 


The $106-bilhon defense bill 


includes $29.5 billion for 
weapons and hardware procure- 
ment, $10.7 billion for research 
and development, $34 billion for 
personnel and $32 billion for

ment could pay its employes 


Just two weeks ago the board 


transferred $25995 to the 
sheriff's office 


County Board Chairman 


Bruce Hamilton wasn t too 
pleased that the board had to 
bail the sheriff out so soon after 
the last emergency appropria- 
tion 


'What s the purpose of having 


a budget9' Hamilton asked 


County Fiscal Officer Elmer 


Cheek explained the $25995 
request was needed because 
many county salaries were 
raised last fall in an effort to 
match a 10'c wage hike granted 
citv employes 


The main reason another $49,- 


000 is needed Cheek said is 
because the sheriff is having to 
pay out a lot more money to 
house county prisoners in the 
city jail and at the State Peniten- 
tiary 


Last year the county ear- 


marked $90 000 to cover the cost 
of housing prisoners in the jails 
for a full year 


However the county already 


has spent $143,673 Cheek said 


and the year won t be up until 
July Additionally, he reported 
that several other claims 
totalling $25000 haven t been 
filed yet 


In other business the board ap- 


proved the request of Inland 
Shores Marinas, Inc , to sell beer 
on Sundays at Branched Oak 
Lake The board and State 
Liquor Control Commission 
already have agreed the firm can 
sell beer during the week 


The board also approved the 


Railroad Transportation Safety 
Districts (RTSD) request to 
proceed with plans to relocate 
railroad tracks across West 0 St 
The City Council approved the 
application Monday 
which 


paves the way for the RTSD to 
proceed with the track reloca- 
tion project 


Two new railroad lines will be 


built south of West 0 and over 
Salt Creek to carry train traffic 
The new lines should be open by 
the fall of 1978 at the earliest 


Board members Hamilton and 


Bob Colin also signed a new 
lease agreement authorizing the 
Lancaster Office of Mental 
Retardation (LOMR) to use a 
building at 
1001 New 


Hampshire 


LOMR Director Bob Smith 


said the building would allow 
LOMR to expand its pre- 


vocational services program and 
human development program 
The county will pay $435 a 
month in rent 


Colin didn t think the county 


should be expanding any 
programs until officials see how 
hard pressed they are this 
summer in drafting next year s 
budget 


Several parents of youngsters 


involved in the LOMR programs 
voiced concerns that the new
